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The Adjutant General of the Army issues, under date 
of Jan. 13, a very handy memorandum giving the dates 
of certain wars, campaigns, expeditions, events, etc. 
The list commences with April, 1775, and terminates 
with the miner disturbances in Idaho April 29 to Oct. 
20, 1890. 


The Secretary of War on Jan. 10 approved the plans 
of the “New York State Central Historical Memorial” 
to be erected on Lookout Mountain. The designs con- 
template the most imposing monument yet erected by 
any State upon the battlefields of the Civil War. It 
will cost between $60,000 and $70,000, and will be 76 
feet high, exclusive of the bronze group on top. The 
temple base is to be 52 feet in diameter. It will be lo- 
eated in Point Park, the most commanding position of 
Point Lookout. Work.on the foundations has already 


begun. 








An Omaha correspondent writes: “Some people here 
are showing anxiety about the removal of the headquar- 
ters of the Department of the Missouri from Omaha to 
St. Louis. Those acquainted with the situation have no 
fear of such a result so long as Mr. Meiklejohn is As- 
sistant Secretary of War. His influence would be suf- 
ficient to frustrate any plan to obtain such transfer, and, 
besides, if a transfer were made because of central loca- 
tion, Kansas City comes nearer meeting the situation 
than any of the larger cities in the territory comprising 
the Department.

General Miles has recommended to the Secretary of 
War that orders be issued reopening the artillery school 
at Fort Monroe, which was closed at the beginning of 
the Spanish War on account of the urgent need for of- 
ficers in the field. Secretary Root is in favor of this 
and will have the school continue its work in the near 
future. It is necessary, General Miles thinks, for the 
interest and efficiency of the artillery arm of the service 
that officers be detailed for instruction in matters per- 
taining to the artillery. The corps of instructors will 
be selected with the greatest care.

An officer of the U. 8S. S. Oregon, whose letter has ap- 
peared in p:int, says: The landing of General Wheaton's 
forces on Nov. 7 (13th Inf., 33d Vol. Inf., and a battery 
of 6th Art.) at San Fabian, near Dagupan, was a most 
creditable performance, and illustrates what real co- 
operation between the Army and Navy means. In two 
hours and twenty minutes over 2,000 troops were landed. 
The Navy had charge entirely of all debarkation and 
landing of troops, horses, mules, baggage, wagons, ar- 
tillery and stores. It was simply beautiful to see horses 
and mules brought ashore with harness and wagons 
waiting, and with 200 Chinese coolies ready to land 
stores.” Our Army and Navy have shown their ability 
on many occasions to co-operate without jealousy or mis- 
trust, each furnishing the knowledge and experience 
especially belonging to its branch of the service.

Those who are apprehensive of our ability to settle the 
Cuban question satisfactorily are put to the blush by 
the Spaniards, who seem to have plenty of confidence in 
our ability in that direction. The large influx of Span- 
iards into Cuba is an indication that we are getting along 
very well in the island and that the course we are pur- 
suing augurs well for the future. If there is any people 
that ought to know the Cuban natives it is the Spanish, 
and it is not conceivable that the Spanish immigration 
that has been steadily setting toward the island since the 
declaration of peace would take place if the opinion of 
the Spaniards at home were that we could not take care 
of things in Cuba. So great is the inrush of Spaniards 
that certain papers in Havana have already begun to 
ery out against them on the ground that they may lower 
wages. “O ye of little faith,” may be said to those 
Americans who doubt our capacity for adjusting affairs 
in Cuba. 





The proposition to place a memorial! tablet in honor of 
Washington in Westminster Abbey has aroused the ire 
of some of our British cousins. The bad luck of the 
proposition is that it is advanced just now when the 
Empire may expect colonial losses to succeed the disas- 
ters in South Africa. The “Admiralty and Horse 
Guards Gazette” says: “To solemnly invite such a me- 
morial, glorifying a man who humiliated our arms and 
plucked our American colonies from us, seems absurd 
in the extreme; at any rate, the scheme does not appear 
to have had many supporters. It will be time—and not 
before—for this sort of thing when France sends flow- 
ers to adorn the Nelson Column on Trafalgar day, and 
when the Americans celebrate the 1st of June (the an- 
niversary of the naval duel in 1818, when the Shannon 
captured the Chesapeake in 15 minutes, in the presence 
of thousands of amazed Bostonians who had thronged 
to the shore in full expectation of seeing ‘the Gawd- 
damned Britisher licked’).” 





The civil report of Maj. Gen. John R. Brooke, U. 8. 
A., as Military Governor of Cuba, is in three volumes 
under one cover. The first contains the reports of Gen. 
eral Brooke, General A. R. Chaffee, Chief of Staff, and 
Maj. Edgar 8. Dudley, Judge Advocate of the Division 
of Cuba; the second has the reports of the Secretary of 


State and other native secretaries, and the third in- 
eludes reports by General James H. Wilson, commanding 
the Department of Matanzas and Santa Clara; General 
Fitzhugh Lee, commanding the Department Province of 
Havana and Pinar del Rio; General William Ludlow, 
commanding the Department of Havana; General Leon- 
ard Wood, commanding the Department of Santiago and 
Puerto Principe; Maj. T. H. Bliss, Chief of Customs 
Service; Maj. E. F. Ladd, treasurer, and Director Gen- 
eral of Posts E. G. Rathbone. We have already given 
in our columns the principal matter contained in these 
reports, which are set off with illustrations in this vol- 
ume, A portrait of the signer precedes each report. 





The matter of obtaining satisfactory transportation 
for commissary supplies in the field is being considered 
by the War Department officials. General Weston, the 
Acting Commissary General of Subsistence, is of the 
opinion that all matters pertaining to the rail and water 
transportation of commissary supplies should be under 
the management of his department and not under the 
Quartermaster’s, as at present. He does not want to 
have control of wagon transportation, but would leave 
this with the Quartermaster. Transportaion of all kinds 
is one of the matters which will receive the early action 
of the Secretary of War. It is thoroughly realized by 
this official that the present system has not worked to 
the advantage of the Government, either in the war 
with Spain, or in the recent insurrection in the Phi'ip- 
pine Islands. Much of the criticism which was heaped 
upon the heads of the various bureau chiefs by the daily 
press has been wrongly placed. No one objects to the 
methods of the Quartermaster’s Department, but it is 
stated that a new department of transportation should 
be formed or that the matter should be left in charge 
of the officers who purchase the supplies.

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has already 
taken up the matter of naval appropriation, but, owing 
to the illness of Representative Boutelle, there is little 
probability of the bill being reported before the end of a 
month’s time. It seems to be the opinion of a majority 
of the members of the Naval Committee that some 
large increase should be provided for by the present 
Congress, in the naval establishment. No definite de- 
cision has been reached as to how far this increase 
should go. The situation this session in regard to armor 
plate is even more serious than it was last year. It is 
said in some circles that the manufacturers of the plate 
will not accept the price offered by the Government ow- 
ing to the fact that they have been able to hold out so 
far successfully, and also on account of the material ad- 
vance in the price of iron and steel, The sixty-one ves- 
sels of war under construction, whose names were print- 
ed in the Army and Navy Journal Jan, 13, on page 462, 
would seem to be a most formidable addition to our 
Navy, but it must be taken into consideration that each 
of the other large nations of the world, with the excep- 
tion of Italy, is now building more war vessels than the 
United States. An enormous increase in the German 
navy may be confidently expected in the near future. 
This fact will naturally be of the greatest interest to the 
United States. '

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The Naval Appropriation bill, now being prepared by 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs, will contain a 
clause granting $545 a ton for all the armor plate neces- 
sary for the ships of war which have already been au- 
thorized by Congress. It will be recommended by the 
bill that Krupp armor be exclusively used for the ships. 
Although a bill carrying such an appropriation for armor 
piate may possibly get through the House, it is not be- 
lieved that it will be favorably received in the Senate. 
Senator Tillman, of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs, has stated that he will do all in his power to 
prevent the passage by the Senate of any naval appro- 
priation bill carrying such a large appropriation for 
armor plate. Other members of the same committee are 
of the same opinion. This may delay the passage of 
the entire Naval Appropriation bill, and the fight over 
this matter has already greatly delayed the construc- 
tion of the warships authorized by last Congress, 
and those Congressmen who are not in favor of paying 
such a large sum for armor plate for the new vessels 
are strongly advocating the establishment of a Gov- 
ernment armor plate factory. Aside from the unwisdom 
of such a course there is immediate necessity for armor 
plate of the best kind for the authorized battleships and 
cruisers. Armor plate cannot be obtained for $300 a 
ton. Of this matter there is not the slightest doubt.

The experience of Lieut. Col. William A. Jones, as 
related in H. R. Document No. 248, recalls the story 
told of the late General Orlando M. Poe that his ac- 
counts were held up because he called in a tug to ex- 
tinguish a wharf fire without first advertising for pro- 
posals. Qn Dec. 23, 1898, the lighthouse tender Jessa- 
mine collided with and damaged the schooner Harriet 
C. Kerlin, through no fault of the latter. Col. Jones, 
as Engineer of the 5th Lighthouse District, asked 
whether funds for the repair of lighthouses could be 
lawfully applied to the payments necessary /or the re- 
pair of the schooner. He received authority from the 
Secretary of the Treasury to make such payments, but 
his accounts in the matter were held up by the Auditor 
for the reason that “under the decisions of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury there appeared to be no author 
ity in law for said payment.” The document shows that 
Col. Jones took the responsibility of making the neces- 
sary payments entirely in the interests of the Govern-

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Capt. F. E. Chadwick, U. 8. N., delivered an address 
at the annual meeting of the New York Genealogical and 
Biographical Society in Genealogical Hall on the even- 
ing of Jan. 12 upon “The Blockade of Cuba.” Capt. 
Chadwick said that when the warships started out to 
blockade Cuba they met a Spanish merchantman. Her 
captain, not knowing that war had been declared, cour- 
teously saluted by raising and dipping the Spanish flag. 
“Had he not displayed the emblem,” said he, “we 
shouldn’t have molested him.” The telephone service on 
board the warships, he said, was unreliable, and the an- 
tiquated system of verbal orders had to be resorted to. 
The press boats were a frequent source of annoyanc: 
and anxiety at night. The naval signals could not be 
given to them, and in burning other lights they were in 
continual danger of being fired upon. Capt. Chadwick 
spoke of the immense services rendered to the fleet by 
the repair ship Vulcan. It was fitted with the most per- 
fect appliances and was kept working day and night. Its 
staff was composed of workmen of the highest skill. 
many of whom in private life held important positions. 
and all of whom patriotically gave their science an: 
skill to their country. One of the chief machinists was 
several times a millionaire, A vote of thanks was given 
to Capt. Chadwick, who held a reception after the lec 
ture, 





The House Committee on Military Affvirs hos begun 
the consideration of the matter of Army legislation look 
ing to a material increase in the Regular establishment. 
The subcommittee of this committee, which has the mat 
ter in charge, has made an appointment with the Secre 
tary of War for the purpose of definitely ascertaining 
his views on the subject. An effort will be made to have 
the bills of the War Department and the Committee on 
Military Affairs consolidated, so that there will be no 
conflict. By following this plan it is hoped that legisla- 
tion of a favorable nature can be obtained; Mr. Hull. 
the chairman of the committee, is not in favor of an in- 
erease beyond the present authorized force of 65,000 
men, and the War Department agrees with him as to 
this. The Artillery bill, of which a synopsis was given 
in the issue of the Journal of Jan. 15 will be incorporated 
in the Reorganization bill as presented by the Secretary 
of War. This matter and the reorganization of the staff 
departments are the two most important parts of the 
bill of the department. Mr. Hull and the Secretary of 
War are both in favor of the consolidated staff bring- 
ing in the idea of the detail staff. There is no doubt 
that the adoption of this plan would be of the greatest 
benefit to the Regular Army. None of the officers now 
serving in the staff would be removed, and in the end 
all officers of the line, who have showed themselves to 
have an aptitude for staff duty, would be given a term 
of five years’ service in such a capacity with increased 
rank. The consolidated staff would remove many of 
the cobwebs now hanging over the management of the 
various bureaus. The idea is to consolidate the Com- 
missary and Quartermaster’s Departments and also the 
Adjutant General's and Inspector General’s Depart- 
ments. The advantage of this can easily be seen. 








Lieut, Col. C. J. MeCartie, Indian Medical Service, 
whose service in India has given him excellent oppor- 
tunities for studying the question, is doing a valuable 
work for the British Army in discussing the cause and 
prevention of heat apoplexy from the standpoint of the 
experienced soldier. The latest of his contributions to 
this subject is of special interest to our own Army, 
since it has undertaken duties in the tropics. It is a 
paper published in the “Indian Medical Gazette,” dealing 
with rational dress for the soldier and its relation to 
heat apoplexy. Col. McCartie maintains that the great 
liability of the British soldier to heat apoplexy is due 
to his style of dress, and especially to the belt worn 
over the coat, excluding air, which would keep the 
body cool, in accordance with the well-known law of 
hygiene that layers of air between clothing and body 
tend to. keep down the temperature. Col. MeCartie be- 
lieves that this might be obviated by providing the sol- 
dier with the kind of dress adopted as the result of ex- 
perience by the natives, officers off duty, and civilians. 
He is at a loss to understand why officers off duty with 
nothing to do are allowed to wear a sensible garment 
while as soon as their nhysical forces are put to the 
test of duty they are promptly ineased in clothes that 
proceed to weaken their energies. “Comparatively few 
men,” writes the Indian expert, “die of heat apoplexy, 
but whole regiments may be prostrated by heat exhaus- 
tion.” This again he attributes chiefly to the belt. Dr. 
McCartie has seen a whole native regiment absolutely 
hors de combat from heat exhaustion and has known a 
British regiment on a ten-mile march to drop over 400 
men on the roadside and to march in only 200 strong. 
Instancing the record marches of the Guides Infantry 
in the hot weather of 1857 and 1897, the claim is made 
that they performed those feats only by discarding their 
uniform and marching in the rational costume of civil- 
ians. In this we believe that Col. McCartie claims too 
much, If we remember rightly the men made those 
marches without any change in the regulation uniform. 
Though the doctor makes a pretty good case against 
the belt, it is likely to be a long time before any plan 
for a more rational dress will receive even a trial.

Thanksgiving day here and in the surrounding coun- 
try was passed most appropriately. Services were held 
at the different churches and at the Y. M. ©. A. At 
the Anglo-American Church, of which Chaplain Pierce is 
the rector, in addition to the regular service, Profs. 
Mindts Filipino orchestra furnished special selections, 
which were mr ge to the day. 

To the soldiers the day was one of rest and quiet. By 
the President’s proclamation, all duty was suspended 
throughout the Army, and the day was given up every- 
where to feasting and those amusements which soldiers 
and sailors all the world over find it easy to devise. The 
ball game between the marines and F Company of the 
20th Inf. at Cavite was the principal attraction of the 
afternoon and drew large crowds. 

At all the large hospitals the day was celebrated in 
a fitting way by feasts, the menus of which were home- 
like enough to make one believe onesself in Boston and 
not 3,000 miles away at Manila. At several, turkey 
with cranberry sauce was prominent, and at one four 
kinds of pie was served. 

The hotels also advertised specially elaborate dinners 
in commemoration of the day and many were decked in 
tlags. 

The social features were not forgotten. On Wednes- 
day evening a most successful dance was given by the 
Provost Guard in the huge hallway of the building occu- 
pied by the Provost Guard.

KENTUCKY PROUD OF HER SOLDIERS, 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Capt. Chas. D. Clay, 17th Inf., who arrived in Nash- 
ville Dec. 10, 1899, to take charge of the recruiting office 
here, is a grandson of Henry Clay. The bluest blood of 
Kentucky runs in his-veins, His father, Hon. James B. 
Clay, defeated General Roger A. Hanson for Congress 
before the war, which officer was killed at the head of 
the “Orphan Brigade” in the cedars at Murfreesboro, 
Dec. 31, 1862. Capt. Clay’s father owned Ashland up 
to 1864, when it passed into the hands of Maj, McDow- 
ell, also a relative, who was a Federal officer, a Repub- 
lican and a noted race horse man, who died during the 
fall months. 

Capt. Clay was born at Lexington, Ky., Jan. 7, 1867. 
Was elucated at Racine College, Wis., and afterward 
took a post-graduate course at the infantry and cavalry 
school at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. Was ** by 
President Arthur 2d Lieutenant 17th U. 8. Inf. in 1883. 
Was four years military —— Kentucky State Col- 
lege. He fought gallantly with his regiment at San- 
tiago. The 17th was for sixty hours without food, ex- 
cept a cup of coffee, Sailed on the Grant for the Philip- 
—— an 5 — his arrival was appointed by General 
tobert H. Hall Adjutant General Brigade, 2d Divis- 
ion. Was severely wounded in the neck at Baralol, 
Luzon. He has the Remington bullet in his pocket 
which was located by the X-rays four months afterward 
at Lexington and extracted by Dr. David Barrew. 

Capt. Clay came back to the United States on the 
Sheridan. e was so severely wounded that he was 
given up to die and he gave a message to the gallant 
Gregg for his wife. Poor Gregg was killed afterward. 
He was a gallant and brilliant young officer on General 
Hall’s staff. General Hall, in orders, complimented 
both Capts. Clay and Gregg for “distinguished service 
in action.” Capt. Clay was promoted to a Captaincy 
Aug. 15, 1898. He delivered the memorial address for 
the gallant dead of his regiment at Columbus, O. He 
was very happily married to Miss Maria H. Pepper, the 
lovely daughter of Col. Pepper, at Frankfort, Ky. His 
home at Nashville is Belmont, the old Cheatham place, 
one of the finest in middle Tennessee. e names of 
Lawton, Logan, Gregg and Clay are written high on 
the roll of honor, with many others who fought in Cuba 
and the Philippines. Nashville is glad to have so dis- 
tinguished a scion of the old-time South in her midst.

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THD REVENUE CUTTER SBRVIOBP. 


The Senate Committee on Commerce has presented a 
convincing argument in their report on the bill to in- 
crease the efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Service in 
favor of the passage of this just and too long delayed 
measure. Describing the bill the committee say: 

“Sections 1, 2 and 3 fix the titles of officers of the 
Revenue Cutter Service in their order, and are simply 
groupings or combinations formed from sections 2750, 
2751, Revised Statutes, and enactments on appropriation 
bills creating two additional grades, to-wit, Captain of 








Engineers and Constructor, thus elucidating without 
changing existing law. Ihe adoption of these sections 
of this bill. 


appears to be essential to the pu 
“Section 4 fixes the rank of officers of the Revenue 
Cutter Service with corresponding grade in the Army 
and Navy, and is also a revision of section 1492, Revised 
Statutes, the provisions of which have become confus- 
ing by reason of the change of titles of officers of the 
Navy due to recent legislation. For instance, the sec- 
tion referred to provides for ‘Lieutenants commanding’ 
and ‘Masters.’ Neither of these titles are now recog- 
nized by law. The rank as between officers of the re- 
spective services—Army, Navy and Cutter Service— 
should be clearly defined and establisned. The words 
‘relative rank’ are —— omitted as being mean- 
ingless and as having abolished as between the 
Army and Navy. Officers of the Navy rank with officers 
of the Army. Officers of the Cutter Service should of 
right and in fairness rank with both. They have earned, 
by faithful service, devotion to duty, and heroic effort in 
ce and in war, this right, and not to confer it would 
an unjust discrimination against a valiant and de- 
voted y of men who bear the commissions of the 
President, by and with the consent of the Senafe, upon 
the same terms as do officers of the kindred services. 
“Sections 5 and 6 fix the compensation of officers of 
the Revenue Cutter Service, making it exa the same 
as that paid to officers of the Army and Navy under 
existing law. Taking into consideration the arduous, 
often dangerous, and always continuous work of the offi- 
cers of the Revenue Cutter Service, disparity in pay 


is simply another tion against that service 
which can not be reconciled with justice or 

“Section 6 is derived from sections 1262 and , Re- 
vised Statutes, and adapted to the grades or ranks of 
the Revenue Cutter Service, and provides for a per- 
centage of increase upon the salary of each officer, for 
length of service, otherwise known as ‘longevity pay. 
It has been found necessary to apply this principle to 
2 of Army officers and, later, to extend it to Naval 
officers. 

It is obvious that the commissioned force of the Rev- 
enue Outter Service should not be denied the same con- 
sideration. It is essential to the morale and efficiency of 
the corps that such a provision as this should be made 
for it in common with the kindred services. An officer 
who has served a given number of years in a particular 
grade should certainly be entitled to somewhat better 
compensation than one who has just entered it by pro- 
motion; otherwise a man who may have served 10 years 
in a certain grade will receive no more pay 
fellow-officer just promoted, This is not fair; yet this 
is the condition that prevails and has always obtained 
in the Revenue Cutter Service, while in the Army and 
Navy it is quite different. But, by way of illustration 
of the scheme of section 6, let it be supposed that there 
are 30 officers in a given rade’ that the annual salary 
of each officer of this grade is $1,800; that 10 of these 
have served 15 years; that the next 10 have served 10

“But without the percentage increase as provided in 
the section under consideration, the man who has 
15 years would receive no more than he who has served 
but five years. Carrying the illustration a step further, 
it will be found that the man just promoted to the next 
grade, and who may not have been in the service more 
than two or three years, will draw, under present condi- 
tions, precisely the same pay as he who has served 15 
years. Such a condition is illogical, wrong in principle, 
and unfair in results. ‘ 

“Sections 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 
19, 20, 21, 22, 23 are all — from sections i243; 
1244, 1245, 1246, 1247, 1248, 1249, 1250, 1251, 1252, 
1275, 1254, 1255, 1256, 1257, 1259, 1274, Revised Stat- 
utes, respectively, and cover a p measure for the 
retirement from active service of commissioned officers 
of the Revenue Cutter Service who have become —_ 
cally, mentally, or morally disqualified. That the 
nue Cutter Service has earned this consideration will 
not be questioned by anyone familiar with its history, 
covering more than 100 years of the lifetime of the Re- 
public. The necessity of —2 provision for the re- 
tirement of the old and otherwise worn-out officers of 
the Cutter Service has been urged upon Congress by 
successive Secretaries of the preseery in their annual 
reports of 1872, 1873, 1876, 1881, 1895, 1896, 1897, 1898 
and 1899. 

“A clear comprehension of the just claims of this serv- 
ice for the enactment of the pending measure will be 
found in what follows, relative to its duties, its organi- 
zation, as a technical service, its military character, and, 
finally, a brief résume of its history. 

e duties of the Revenue Cutter Service are de- 
scribed to show that its military character has been es- 
tablished by law in its émployment in warlike opera- 
tions in every war in which the country has been en- 
gaged. Its status is that of a coast-guard Nevy, as the 
Navy proper is an ocean Navy. The one polices the 
coast and the other the ocean. 

“There is no duty performed by naval vessels in time 
of peace that can not be and has not been peeferssed by 
vessels of the Revenue Cutter Service, while in time of 
war they have taken part with the sister service. 

“The Senate has passed two such measures, which 
went to the House in due course, but never reached a 
vote in that body. No further reasons than are given 
in this report ought to be necessary to convince any 
fair mind that the Revenue Cutter Service has the same 
right, and for like reasons, to the benefits and privileges 
extended by law to the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. 
Every argument, reason, and corollary urged in behalf 
of those services, and which induced Congress to estab- 
lish and maintain a retired list for them, applies with 
equal force to the Revenue Cutter Service in its prayer 
for recognition in this regard. 

“The actual conditions covering the incessant and con- 
stant toil incident to the duties of the Cutter Service, 
from ‘the rock-bound coast of Maine to the hot and de- 
pressing climate of the Gulf waters; from the rugged 
and comparatively little known shores of Arctic Alaska 
to the southernmost limits of California,’ refute it, apd 
show the grounds of right and justice upon which the 
Cutter Service is planted in its appeal for consideration, 
and why, therefore, its prayer for measure of re- 
lief should be ext to it. * ’ 

The Revenue Service has taken an active and 
conspicuous part e war with Spain.

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NEWSPAPER CORRESPOND- 
ENTS. 


There is much sound sense in the comments in that 
excellent paper, the “Civil and Military Gazette,” of 
India, on the proposed award of the Victoria Cross to 
Winston Churchill, the newspaper correspondent, for his 
participation in an attack upon an armored train which 
he was allowed to accompany when every inch of room 
in it was required for fighting men. The “Gazette” 
sarcastically observes that “if correspondents are to be 
rewarded for neglecting their work they will become a 
perfect nuisance, and the wires will be crowded with 
accounts of the gallant feats of Mr. Smith, the special 
correspondent of the ‘Daily Bounce.’ The unhealthy 
appetite of the public for sensation is openly pandered 
to. Details of the state of mind of a non-combatant who 
has achieved some notoriety are lavished, while officers 
who were doing their duty and were at their posts (and 
Mr. Churchill certainly was sot at his post) are long 
left unmentioned.” 

“Sire,” said an attendant to King William IT. after the 
battle of the Boyne, “the Bishop of Derry has been 
killed by a shot at the ford.”

The moral of this anecdote: To grant the rewards in- 
tended for the encouragement of military service to 
newspaper correspondents who have an opportunity to 
write their own reputations through the newspaper is 
to lessen their value to those for whom they are in- 
tended. 

When several years ago Lord Fincastle, a newspaper 
correspondent. received the Victoria Cross for gallantry 
beyond the Malakand, the heart-burnings in the British 
Army suggested the argument that correspondents, being 
non-combatants and having no recognized military 
status, have no business to take it upon themselves to 
engage in fighting. Their duty, both to the journal they 
represent and the General under whose orders they are 
for the time being, is to keep out of the way and inter- 
fere as little as possible with the active operations in 
progress. In justification of the award to Lord Fin- 
castle, it should be said that he was an officer of the ac- 
tive Army, but this excuse could not be advanced in the 
ease of Mr. Churchill. As he had no commission that 
authorized him to take part in military operations, he 
could have properly been held personally responsible for 
the death of any Boer to whose killing he was acces- 
sory. 

During onr Spanish War the newspaper correspond- 
ents, actuated by a mistaken sense of humor, invented or 
exaggerated some action of one of their associates who 
was credited with taking a Spanish blockhouse and 
numerous prisoners single handed. To accord special dis- 
tinction to men who have no business on the fighting 
line, and whose actions are not subject to the scrutiny 
of official observation, is as offensive to the real sol- 
dier as it wonld he to bestow the honors intended as a 
recognition of military service upon some female nurse 
who, inspired by an Amazonian but mistaken 
ardor, should rush out to the firing line and do battle 
in strenuous imitation of Joan of Are. 

We observe that under the rational and healthy rule 
of General Otis the newspaper correspondents in the 
Philippines are attending strictly to their business, which 
is to record history, not to make it. 


REWARDS TO 


THE GERMAN MEDICAL SERVICE. 


Senate Document No. 29 contains a letter from the 
Secretary of War transmitting a report of Dr. John 
McG. Woedbury, giving a detailed description of the 
medical service of the German Army, from which we 
learn these facts: 

The medical service is directly under the medical di- 
vision of the War Ministry, and is presided over by the 
Surgeon General, who is a Lieutenant General. The 
Medical Corps consists of military doctors with assimil- 
ated grades of commissioned officers (sanitats offizier 
korps), military doctors graded as non-commissioned of- 
ficers (sanitats unteroffiziere), nurses, sick bearers and 
hospital attendants, 

Pach division has a division surgeon, with the rank of 
Colonel. Each infantry or railway regiment. a regi- 
mental surgeon with the rank of Major or Captain. and 
two battalion surgeons with the rank of Captain. Each 
eavairy and artillery regiment has one regimental sur- 
geon with the rank of Major or Captain, and most regi- 
ments have also one to two surgeons, with rank of Lieu- 
tenant. There is a section surgeon with the rank of 
Captain for artillery regiments. Each foot artillery reg- 
iment or independent battalion has one surgeon with the 
rank of eaptain: some have also one surgeon with the 
rank of Lieutenant. Many train battalions have each 
one surgeon with the rank of Lieutenant. Besides the 
troop surgeons, there are various surgeons detailed to 
garrisons. to hycieno-chemical research stations, and to 
hygieno-chemicn! laboratories at certain corns headquar- 
ters. The principal sanitary depot is in Berlin. 

A diagram shows the disnosition of the wounded from 
battlefield to final destination. Severely wounded, non- 
transportable are treated at permanent field hospitals: 
transnortable are sent to etape hospitals. thence by 
auxiliary hospitals with hosnital trains they are sent 
home, to reserve private hospitals or to Red Cross hos- 
pitals. Slightly wounded remain with troons or are 
sent direct to assembly pointe and marched to etane 
hospitals. Wounded on the field of battle are treated by 
medicine wagon detachments, which are battalion units 
and first dressing stations: or by sanitary comnanies, di- 
vision units of two platoons each, as principal dressing 
stations. 

Sinks are always placed in separate house from either 
sleeping or eating quarters of the mer. Thev are ar- 
ranged so as to give ample accommodation for exch bat- 
talion. The commissioned officer is responsible for their 
sanitary condition, but they are kept clean and in order 
by civilian employees, who are paid to act as scavengers. 

Sinks in bivouac are trenches dre 4 feet deep. 2 feet 
wide at the top. and 2 feet at the bottom, over which is 
erected a rail resting on crossed stakes at either end: 
each men after usage being required to cover his move- 
ment with earth. 

— are only used in hospital, not in bar- 
racks, 

All regulations regarding light, air. clothine. bedding. 
water, hathing facilities originate in the staff denartment 
in Rerlin end are carried out by the Captains of the com- 
nanies.

all refuse about a bivouac is carefully collected and 


burned. 

The feet of the Army are most carefully considered, 
each man’s feet being inspected by one of his com- 
pany officers, a medical officer, and the lazareth helfer 
at least twice a week in barracks, and oftener in active 
field maneuvers. 

At the same time each man’s socks or fuss-lappen and 
boots are carefully inspected as to the condition of clean- 
liness. As the infantry regiments average in marching 
a kilometer in ten minutes, or 3% miles an hour, 
—* often pressed to a kilometer in from seven and 
one-half to eight minutes, each man carrying 60 pounds, 
this care of feet is most necessary. 

The entire body of every man is inspected every thirty 
days by a company officer and a medical! officer, careful 
search being made for any heart lesions, hernia, venerial 
disorders, skin diseases, eczemas, etc. his is in order 
that ony physical defect may be carefully noted, cared 
for, and reported that might be concealed by clothin 
or the improper modesty or wilfulness of the enlist 
men, 

In bivouac the arrangement differs matertally from 
our own. The German soldier and officer being pro- 
vided only with a shelter tent, each man carries his own 
cover. The formation is by companies, by regiments, by 
brigades, much as our own. Ground is never occupied 
more than any consecutive twenty-four hours by any 
nn troops, fresh ground or bivouac always being 
‘ound.

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FOR A NATIONAL UNIVERSITY. 

Referring to what we said not long since on the sub- 
ject of a National University, the Bucyrus (Ohio) “State 
Journal” tells us that it urged the adoption of some such 
plan a quarter of a century ago. It says: 

“The suggestion was then made that one scholar from 
every county in every State of an age to be prescribed, 
should be selected by competitive examination for edu- 
cation at a college to be established in the District of 
Columbia. That the course of studies should be such as 
would qualify them for the public duties of citizens. That 
the most meritorious should be sent to West Point and 
Annapolis—the defence of our nation being of the highest 
importance and entitled to the best talent. The next to 
these might be those who would be sent, in subordinate 
positions of course, as attachés in the diplomatic service, 
and the consular service in a less degree could be next 
supplied. 

“That pending their education, as recognition for good 
conduct and proficiency during temporary emergencies 
in any departments, students might be drafted to supply 
clerical labor and that in the place of the pages. now 
selected by favor from private life, classes be drafted to 
serve for a term of three or four months in either 
House. That after graduating, such as had not been 
selected for public services as indicated, could return to 
their homes well prepared for the duties of life. 

“The number of counties in the nation and the special 
provision to be prescribed for large cities. would make 
the complement of the institution ahout 3.000. 

“That each county or city division be entitled to have 
one pupil there—the vacancy to be always filled by pub- 
lie competition under, of course, prescribed regulation. 

“This would be an approach to selecting the brightest 
youth of the nation, from every nart of it, to be trained 
for the public service of the nation. 

“Such is a brief abstract of a proposition suggested 
by the writer about twenty-five years ago. and it should 
emphatically be put into practical effect. The education 
should of course be free, the students in uniform, and 
the institution so conducted as to become the pride of 
the nation.” 
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STONE RECOMMENDED FOR DRY DOCKS. 


In consequence of the defects in dry docks which have 
recently come to the notice of the Navy Denartment, 
the Secretary of the Navy has sent a letter to the House 
and Senate Committees on Naval Affairs approving the 
recommendation of the Bureau of Yards and Docks in 
favor of a change from iron to concrete and stone in 
the construction of the dry docks at the Navy Yards at 
League Island, Pa., and Mare Island, Cal. The chief of 
the bureau reports that the condition of the work under 
the contracts for these docks is such “that it would be 
practicable to make a change in the construction with- 
out modifying the work already done or involving any in- 
crease of cost, because of the abandonment of the work 
already done. The change proposed in the bill (H. R. 
4026) should be made hecause of the advantages to 
the Government of the construction contemplated. A 
dry dock constructed of stone and concrete is greatly 
superior to one of timber because of its permanence.” 

Reporting further in the premises, the chief of the 
bureau says: 

“The experience of the Government has shown that 
while slight repairs to a timber drv dock can be made 
without serions interruption in their use. the exten- 
sive repnirs which are inevitable after the lapse of com- 
paratively few vears take them out of service for dock- 
ing vessels for long periods of time. The masonry dry 
docks, on the contrary. require verv slight and infre- 
quent repairs. and these do not take them ont of 
service for docking ships. In onlv a sinele instence in 
the Naval service has a masonry drv dock been throwr 
out of service for any consideraWe time on account of 
repairs. Again. the peculiar and dangerons features to 
which large and deep timber docks. snch as used in the 
Navy. are liable, involve great risk to verv costly ves- 
sels, and. indeed, in some instances, to the lives of thoce 
emnloved in the docks. The timher heenmes decayed, 
and the construction is snch that its hold non the earth, 
which is never great. is linhle to ho much lessened from 
the removal or loosening of the soil due to levkage, and > 
both conspire to render its resistance to the hydrostatic 
nressure, which is always present. precarions. When 
failure occurs it is liahle to involve vital parts of the 
etrueture and to he extensive in its limits, and therein 
lies the great danger of extensive and costly injury to the 
dock and to what it may contain Risks of this kind 
are vat inherent in masonry drv docks. 

“Whilst the first cost of a timber drv dock is much 
less than that of one of masonry. the vitimate cost ie 
rreater, Jn the nast ten years the Navv has enent unon 
the fonr of its timber drv docks, in nse from fenr to ten 
venrs, for enrrent renairs to those portions distinctive to 
timber dry docks, eicht times n« much as has heen spent 
similarly nron its fonr masonry drv docks during the 
same neriod. and this comparison excludes the extra- 
ordinary repairs to timber dock No. 3 by the New York

MBROIFUL MAUSER BULLDTS. 

Sir William MacCormack, the President of the Roya! 
College of Surgeons, who volunteered his services for the 
South African war, sends an interesting account to the 
“Lancet” of his first experiences with wounds inflicted 
by the Mauser bullet. The cases he reports are from the 
Wynberg Hospital, near Cape Town. He says: 

“I saw a large number of injuries inflicted by the 
Mauser bullet. which is remarkable for the small ex- 
ternal wound it produces. In three-fourths, if not even 
a larger proportion, it was impossible to tell the exit 
from the entrance wound, they were so similar in ap- 
pearance. One man. a Gordon Highlander. had his el- 
bow smashed un inte small pieces. He believed it was 
an, explosive bullet. but it may have been a Mauser at 
short range, for he was hit at a distance of 300 yards. 
The Boers. howeve>. use other weapons. A Martini- 
Henry bullet was removed from the ball of a man’s 
thumb yesterday—an almost solitary example of a lodged 
bullet. They also fire hollow bullets which would have 
explosive effects. In the wards I noticed gv't> a number 
of perforating chest wounds and some rem“rkable per- 
forations of bone without any solution of continuity or 
complete fracture; in one instance there was a perfora- 
tion of the shaft of the tibia at the junction of the upper 
with the middle third of the bone, an injury which my 
previous experience would pronounce quite impossible. 

“There were several cases in which the bullet had en- 
tered the groin and emerged through the central portion 
of the buttock. the direction taken making it difficult to 
conceive how the femoral vessels, the sciatic nerve and 
artery. the femur and other important parts had escaped 
all injury. There were four abdominal injuries. In two 
severe hematuria followed and the direction of the 
wonnd suggested injury to the bladder. In another the 
bullet entered the buttock and emerged in front a little 
below the ribs. In a third instance the abdomen was 
traversed in a similar direction. ere were hzema- 
temesis and bloody stools for three days without any fur- 
ther symptoms. In another case the bullet apparently 
traversed the abdomen from the right linea semilunaris 
in front at a point a little above the level of the umbili- 
eus to emerge two inches to the right of the lumbar 
5 There were no symptoms in this case of any 

ind.”' 

Sir William also gives a brief account of seventeen in- 
teresting cases he saw during a visit to the hospital at 
Wynberg. Wounds healed with creat rapidity. little ap- 
parent injury resulting from perforations in all parts of 
the body.

COLONEL BADEN-POWELL’S VERSATILITY. 


The Boers seem to have locked up in Mafeking a won- 
derful composite of ability and accomplishments in Col. 
Baden-Powell, who, if we are to believe all- the nice 
things said about him, is one of the most versatile of 
English officers. Not only is he a soldier and a wonderful 
scout, but he is also an author with a clear and animated 
style; an artist who can iilustrate his own books, and 
who can etch and paint equally well; an amateur actor 
of fine versatility; a musician with excellent voice: a 
sportsman equally at home in the woods and on a yacht; 
a crack rifle shot, an expert swordsman, a polo player, 
and the natural master of revels in any garrison or so- 
cin! circle. 

He has traveled widely and had many adventures for 
a man of 42. He has served in Ashantee. India, Afghan- 
istan. Zululand and Matebeleland. and has a wonderful 
talent for getting work out of lower races, his principle 
being that “ a smile and a stick will carrv you through 
any difficulty in the world.” He is a cavalry officer who 
joined the Hussars when he was 19, and is now Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of a regiment of Dragoon Guards. His life 
has heen spent in the army and in snecial service and 
travel. and he is an authority on cavalry tactics, having 
written manuals on reconnoissance work and scouting.He 
has rallied around him at Mafeking a seasoned band of 
frontiersmen and adventurers. 

The defence of Mafeking has been the most heroic 
and picturesque episode of the war. It has been the 
work of a natural scout. whose ear has been constantly 
on the ground listening for the stealthy approach of the 
foe. Those who dwell on his abilities in reconnoissance 
do not give full credit to his exhanstive study of Amer- 
ican scouting methods unon which he drew so largelv 
for illustrations in his recently published hook on scont- 
ing. noticed hv ns not long since. It is a credit to Col 
Baden-Powell’s breadth of view that he was able to get 
most of his best points from the alkali plains and thick- 
ets of the new worlds. 





EXPANSION OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

“The Expansion of the British Empire” is a timely 
book from the Cambridge University Press. It gives a 
review of the spread of England’s domain from 1500 to 
1870. The author is William MHarrison Woodward, 
principal of the University Training School, Liverpool, 
whom we should like to find broader minded than his 
criticisms and sneers show him to be. This subject is 
not one to be treated in the spirit that leads him to speak 
of “the demagogue Samvel Adams, of Boston, and the 
charlatan Patrick Henry, of Virginia.” and to declare 
that Washington “was the one trnly noble figure in the 
whole war” of the Revolution. He ought to know that 
such a document as the Declaration of Indenendence had 
behind it more than one “noble figure.” The author is 
unsparing of George III.. whom he holds almost wholly 
responsible for the loss of the American colonies, but his 
own narrow view of some of our noblest patriots should 
lead him to excuse many faults in a King who probably 
had not the knowledge of the men he was onposing that 
shonld now by any fairly intelligent reader 
of American history. 

The severance of the ties between the colonies and the 
mother country he does not hold to be a demonstration 
of an idea that had currency for nearly a century, 
namely, that a colony is like a frnit which. when ripe, 
falls naturally from the tree. The alienation of the 
colonies proves to the author that where colonies are 
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ignored by Parliament, ministers and + where they 
are treated merely as customers for and not as 
partners in the commonwealth, they are —* to amit 
the Empire.” In our issue of Dec. 2 we took Mr. C. 

Thierry, the t, to task for tailing. in his ponder- 
ous remarks in a London magazine, on the “Three Great- 
est Empires,” to include Canada in the territory won by 
England by force of arms. We now observe that Mr. 
Woodward classes Canada among the countries acquired 


“by conquest. 

The fundamental question confronting British rulers 
in South Africa in 1 was this: “Should it be the aim 
of the white man to fix an arbitrary line of division be- 
tween his possessions and civilization and those of the 
iaffir; or should it be to bring about under the strong 
protective arm of the British Empire such a fusion as 
vould admit of the two races living side side?’ The 
itter plan, though full of difficulty, Mr. Woodward be- 
eves, is “the method of true imperialism.” The former 
method hag generally ended in the extinction of the 
veaker races. 


LIBERTY FETE IN NBGROS. 
At least one of our American institutions that seems 
, find ready acceptance in our new possessions, is the 
lourth of July féte. That this great American institu- 
yn will make its way anywhere is shown by the amus- 
ing account we published of the celebration of our last 
nniversary of independence in the Island of Guam and 
1.e Satisfaction with which an imitation of our celebra- 
tion of the glorious Fourth was received in the Island of 
‘egros, in the Philippines, when the native civil author- 


ies were put in charge of the government. The day 
‘lected by General Otis was Nov. 5, the anniversary of 
he hauling down of the Spanish flag. 

The festivities, which extended over three days, began 
Novy. 5, with a “civic procession,” in which were alle- 
-orical floats. The leading one represented the eons. 
nd from a handpress on it were struck off handbills on 

hich were printed poems by Rizal. Next morning at 5 
sands played in the streets to wake the ple up, and at 
‘ all the authorities went to church, where a Deum 
vas celebrated. At 9.30 o'clock the military officials 
et General Otis’s appointees in the Government House, 
here General Smith, the Military Governor, adminis- 
ered the oath of allegiance and of office to Chief Jus- 
ice Yusay, who then in turn administered the same oath 
o the other officials. General Smith then turned the 
(jovernment over to the new Civil Governor, Senor Sev- 
rino, in a short speech, to which Gov. Severino replied, 
nd Lieut. Col. Miner, of the 6th Infantry, commanding 
he military district, said a few words on behalf of the 
rmy. There was a state dinner, horse races in the 
fternoon and a ball at night. 

On November 7 there was a regatta in the after- 
oon and a sham fight between two detachments of 
\merican soldiers. The fight delighted the public. In the 
vening there was a literary and musical entertainment, 
:oung ladies played pieces by Rubinstein and sang Tosti 
nd operatic songs, and in between an inordinate amount 
if poetry was recited.

THE PLAGUE IN OUR ISLANDS. 

A correspondent of the Army and Navy Journal, writ- 
ing from Honolulu under date of Dec. 30, thus refers 
o the bubonic plague there: “There were five cases of 
bubonie plague among the Chinese during the period 
from Dec. 12 to the 19th, at which latter date the quar- 





antine was raised, after which time and up to about 


Dee. 27, three more cases occurred, whereupon a more 
rigorous quarantine was re-established. ‘There was no 
sickness to speak of among the troops, and no appre- 
hension from the plague, as the troops are entirely apart, 
ome four miles trom the locality, which is the Chinese 
art of the town.” , : 

In the report that Surg. Gen, Van Reypen, of the Navy, 

eceived from Honolulu on Jan, 9, it was said that one 
\merican girl had died of the bubonic plague. That an 
American has died of the disease is rather an unpleasant 
ntimation that Anglo-Saxon blood is not invulnerable to 
he attacks of this malady, even when it is only slightly 
manifested. The Hawaii report mentions two other re- 
ent deaths, the victims being Chinese. Two new cases 
re mentioned. ’ 
‘The official despatch of Col. Greenleaf, Assistant Sur- 
on General and Chief Surgeon in the _ Philippines, 
hich was published in our issue of Jan. 13, makes it 
ear that the bubonic plague has obtained a foothold in 
\lanila, but as only natives are mentioned as victims 
ere is ground for hope that the great vigilance of our 
irgeons in the Philippines, which has already been so 
iarked, will be fully equal to this emergency. The 
anger of infection may not be great, but every precau- 
on should be taken to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ise. To be forewarned is to be forearmed, and 
1edieal science has shown its ability to lessen very much 
he ravages of filth diseases by depriving them of the 
ood they feed upon. Surg. Gen. Wyman received a 
ablegram Jan, 16 from P. A. Surg. Perry announcing 
he plague victims in Manila as five. 


FOODSTUFFS AS CONTRABAND. 


We have never believed that England had any inten- 
mn of declaring foodstuffs contraband of war. To do so 
ould embroil her with every food-exporting country, 
specially with the United States, and no one has a 
reater interest in upholding the opposite doctrine than 
‘reat Britain. Her true policy is to interpret interna- 
onal law in the most liberal spirit, for even when she 
light be technically within her right, it would be a 
uistaken policy to offend the sensibilities of neutral 
tates for such advantages as she might possibly gain 
y seeking to interfere with the tood supplies of the 
ransvaal. The war is to be determined by her suc- 
cesses in the field and not otherwise. Prof. Woolsey 
f Yale Univers who is an authority on internationa 
iw, says: “At the end of the last century Great Britain 
undertook to consider provisions contraband when bound 
or France in American ships. Our Government pro- 
ested. Thereupon by Jay's trea England Dy 
o buy the provisions instead of seizing them. hat was 
ot satisfactory to our Government, and to all appear- 
inces the British Government in time dropped the con- 
tention, In the Franco-Chinese war France considered 
rice contraband when bound for Chinese ports. Eng- 
and protested and won her point. So that now, even 
f provisions in neutral ships were bound for the Trans- 
vaal, it would not be in accord with the historical] policy 
‘f this country to submit to the seizure, nor would it be 
n line with England’s recent history. 

England, having frankly admitted the illegality of the 
detention of the foodstuffs in the instances of which 
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complaint was made by our Government, no wenn 
arises thus far. The question of payment for damages 

a matter for further negotiation. According to the re- 
port from London, England claims onl right to 
seize foodstuffs when they can be proved in a prize court 
to be intended for the enemy’s armed forces.

NEW GUNS. 

The new 10-inch wire-wound gun which has been built 
for Government tests by the Brown Segmental Tube 
Wire Gun Company differs from its predecessors and 
other wire-wound guns in the formation of the part in- 
termediate between the inner tube which carries the 
riflings and the windings of wire which give to other 
wire-wound guns almost all of their strength. In the 
earlier Brown guns and in those made abroad this part 
of the gun is made up of steel staves laid together like 
the staves of a barrel. These give body and longitudi- 
nal stiffness to the gun, but offer no resistance to a 
bursting strain. It is the wire wound over them that 
gives the resistance to the strains of the charge. 

In the new gun this part of the barrel is formed of 
sheets of rolled steel, each the full length of the gun, 
but comparatively narrow. ‘There are 282 of tiem. If 
the reader will imagine one of the long edges of each of 
these fastened to the bore tube longitudinally one after 
another all the distance around and then all the sheets 
wrapped around the bore tube, one overlapping another, 
as one presses the flaps of an umbrella around the 
handle fore fastening them, he will get an idea of 
their arrangement. When these sheets are pressed 
against the bore tube by the great tension under which 
the wire winding is put over them, the frictional resist- 
ance of their surfaces as they lie one upon another is 
equal to about 95 per cent. of their structural strength, 
so that this part of the barrel is almost as strong as if it 
were of solid steel of the finest character. These plates 
are made of rolled steel of high grade, each less than 
one-fourth of an inch in thickness, and the number re- 
quired of them for the 10-inch gun is 282. 

The gun is 37% feet long and weighs 30 tons. It is ex- 
pected to fire a -pound projectile with a charge of 300 
pounds of smokeless powder and to develop a muzzle 
energy of 3,000 feet a second and an energy of 38,000 
foot tons. It is not believed that any armor plate ever 
made will be able to stop a 10-inch projectile sent forth 
at such a speed. The gun was built through an appro- 
priation of $35,000 made by Congress for the purpose, 
and the cost was kept within that sum, although it is the 
first of its type to be produced. The wire for winding it 
is square instead of round and there is about 75 miles 
of it in the gun. 

The Ordnance Department of the Army has been re- 
cently conducting some very’ interesting tests 
at _ thé Springfield armory with the Colt, Hotchkiss 
and Maxim machine guns. All gave excellent results, 
but the Colt appears to be the favorite. It has been 
strongly recommended by the Navy officials. The Ord- 
nance Department will continue its tests of magazine 
pistols, seeking a — earrying several cartridges in the 
butt, which are thrown into position each time the gun 
is fired. The Colts Company have a pistol of this type 
which is very favorably regarded. 





TREASURY DECISIONS. 


Paymr. Harry R. Sullivan, U. S. N., was ordered to 
proceed from Washington to San Francisco, reporting: 
for temporary duty at that place, and then to proceed 
to Manila, P. I., for duty. The Comptroller holds that, 
inasmuch as the officer was stationed for a short. time 
at San Francisco he is entitled to mileage from Wash- 
ington to that place, his case not being governed by the 
decision that officers of the Pay Department traveling 
to or from our island possessions are not entitled to their 
actual traveling expenses. 

In the case of Lieut. Robert H. Allen, 14th Inf., the 
Comptroller holds that he is not entitled to mileage 
while traveling between Manila and San Francisco, as 
he went on a Government transport. — 

Paymr. R. B. Rodney, U. 8. N., getired, appeals from 
the action of the Auditor for the vy Department dis- 
allowing his claim for difference of pay at the rate of 
$1,600 per annum, received by him since July 1, 1899, 
as a retired officer of the Navy, and pay at the rate of 
$2,675 per annum, being the pay of a retired Army of- 
ficer of corresponding rank and like term of service. The 
claimant was a retired officer when the Navy Pensonnel 
act became a law, and the Auditor disallowed his claim. 
After summing up the case the Comptroller affirms the 
action of the Auditor.

“President McKinley and his Secretary of State will 
have hastened this international revolution by their wars 
and diplomacy. tia | have assured themselves a place 
in history by taking the responsibility for the 
of American rights and obligations as a great power.”

General George H. Sharpe, who died at his home in 
Kingston, N. .» Jan, » was one of the best 
known of the many who served in the Army of the Po- 
tomac during the Civil War. One of the chief defi- 
ciences of that Army in its earlier days was in the De- 
ey of Information. General George B. Me- 

lelian depended largely for his knowledge of what was 
going on within the enemy’s lines upon civilian detec- 
tives, who misled him with preposterous stories of Con- 
federate strength. When this Department of the mili- 
tary service was subsequently committed to George H. 
Sharpe he organized so efficient a system for securing 
information of the enemy’s movements that he was able 
to say that if called upon at any hour of the day or 
night he could, without delay, tell where every one of 
General s regiments was located. On the occasion 
of one of the great battles it became important to de- 
termine how large a proportion of Lee’s forces had been 
brought into action, and General Sharpe was able to lo- 
cate nearly every — on the field through means 
of the information obtained from prisoners and others. 
After the battle of Chancellorsville the Confederates 
refused to receive an officer sent to arrange a cartel for 
the return of General Hooker’s wounded left upon the 
field. General Sharpe volunteered to cross the river at 
the risk of his life and succeeded in obtaining permis- 
sion to have a ntoon thrown across, over which to 
bring the wounded. As Provost Marshal on Grant's 
staff at the time of the surrender at Appomattox he re- 
ceived the roles of Lee’s Army. Su vent to the 
war General Sha held many public positions, in all of 
which he did credit to himself and faithfully served the 
Government. He went to Europe as special agent for 
the Department of State in 1867. In 1870 he was ap- 
pointed United States Marshal for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York. He was Surveyor of Customs for 
New York from 1873 to 1878, and from 1879 to 1882 he 
was a member of the Assembly from Ulster County. 
He was Speaker of that body in 1880. He was subse- 
ony, for ten years Genera! Appraiser of Customs at 
New York, and until his resignation in February, 
1899. He was a man of fine executive 
ability and excellent education, and his genial and hearty 
manner made him very popular with the veterans of 
the Army of the Potomac. He was the descendant of 
an old Dutch family, was born in the ancestral mansion 
at Kingston Feb. 26, 1828, was educated at Rutgers 
and the Yale law school and enjoyed the advanta of 
foreign travel. His daughter married Hon. Ira Daven- 
port, formerly Lieutenant Governor of New York, and 
one of his two sons is Lieut. Col. Henry G. Sharpe, 
8S. D., U. 8. A. General Sharpe entered the service as 
Captain 20th N. Y. Vols., was subsequently appointed 
Colonel of the 120th and received the brevets of Briga- 
dier and Major General, and was connected with Ne 
Army of the Potomac during most of its history, serving 
on the staffs of Generals Hooker, Meade and Grant, 

Mrs. George H. Camp, who died recently at Fort 
Wadsworth, N. Y., at the home of her son-in-law, Lieut. 
Col. Tully McCrea, 5th Art., was married to George H. 
Camp, who died some 20 years ago. The Watertown 
(N. Y.) “Times” says: By her marriage, 
Mrs. Cam became connected with the fam- 
ily of lisha Camp, one to whom, _§ also, 
this section owes so much as one of its pioneers in 
the development of manufacturing, and for the founda- 
tions of present prosperity. She ame the mistress of 
the mansion at Sacket Harbor, where always a gener- 
ous hospitality has been given. No regiment has come 
and no regiment has gone from Madison Barracks with- 
out a reception to its officers, and old Army men have 
always kept a bright warm spot in their hearts for the 
old mansion and the family that through successive gen- 
erations have presided over it.

By the death of Gunnery Sergeant Dominick McDev- 
itt, U. 8S. Marine Corps, news of which has been re- 
ceived by cable from Admiral Watson, the service loses 
a sterling soldier whose devotion to duty was such as to 
gain the admiration of all with whom be served, Cour- 
age was only one of his admirable qualities. His Ser- 
geant’s chevrons were won by an act of gallantry—the 
rescue in midwinter, under trying conditions of a drown- 
ing man—that met with high praise from the Navy 
partment expressed in the report of a board of officers 
to whom the matter had been submitted for consideration 
and in a letter of commendation from the Secretary of 
the Navy.

Inspector General J. C. Breckinridge, U. 8S. A., under 
date of Dee, 21, 1899, publishes an official announce- 
ment of the death of Maj. Gen, Henry W. Lawton, U. 
S. V., Colonel, Inspector General, U, 8. A., killed in 
battle at San Mateo, near Manila, Philippine Islands, 
on Dee. 19, 1899, while leading his command, previously 
noted in G. O. 209, Dec. 21, 1899, H. Q. A., and in the 
Army and Navy Journal of Dec. 23, 1899, page 397. 
General Breckinridge pays a feeling tribute to the mem- 
ory of General Lawton, giving his military record at 
considerable length. In conclusion General Breckin- 
ridge, among other things, says: “General Lawton pos- 
sessed in an unusual degree the magnetic faculty of 
binding to himself the hearts of those with whom he 
came in contact, whether great or humble, so they all 
loved and esteemed him, It was not only easy for him to 
accomplish difficult and daring feats—He inspired those 
around him, so that he could get from each the utmost 
of which he was capable and accomplished what seemed 
impossible; and his duties were habitually so strenuously 
performed that it seemed to him the fortitude and en- 
durance aroused by his own characteristic qualities be- 
longed of right to those his example inspired. When 
congratulated by a friend upon his many successes, he 
replied, almost apologetically: ‘I owe it all to the good 
fortune of having exceptionally good men with me in all 
my undertakings.’ ”

CAPTAIN McCALLA ON GUAM. 


Capt. McCalla, commanding the U. S. S. Newark, has 
written a letter to the Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, in which he thus speaks about Guam: “On our 
way across the Pacific I found it necessary to stop at 
Guam for the purpose of coaling. The island is a very 
beautiful.and fertile one, and in the Governor and his 
assistant, Safford, you seem to have selected the right 
men for the places. All the officers at the station are 
doing their utmost to improve the condition of the peo- 
ple and in obtaining information which will make it 
better known. I feel sure that the Governor is excep- 
tionally well fitted for the position, and that his admin- 
istration will bring great credit to the Navy Department 
and will be satisfactory to the country. As a sanitary 
measure, the necessity of piping water from the moun- 
tains to Agana and the adjoining villages is pressing. 
By such an improvement the shallow wells, all of them 
contaminated, could be filled in and the health of the na- 
tives would be improved. * 

“Could you have seen four natives splitting two sticks 
of timber with two-handled saws as I did, I am con- 
vineed you would have bought a steam saw with money 
out of your own pocket and dispatched it to Guam by 
the first conveyance, Looking at the question from a 
purely commercial point of view, I feel satisfied that 
every dollar spent by the Government on the Island of 





Guam will be returned to our country an hundredfold. 
If smiling faces on the part of all whom we saw, as the 
Governor drove from the landing at Piti to the capital 


and return, were an indication of contentment and sat- 
isfaction with the methods recently adopted on the 
island, then J am certain that the new administration is 
already most successful.”

RETIREMENT WITH INCREASED RANK. 


The matter of placing those officers of the Regular 
Army, who have served with credit during the Civil 
and Spanish-American Wars, upon the retired list with 
increased rank and pay, has been under consideration by 
the Committee of the House on Military Affairs. As 
has been published in the Journal, there are now two 
bills on this subject before Congress. These have both 
been submitted to the Secretary of War, by the military 
committees, and with reference to the one introduced 
in the House by Mr. Moody the Secretary says in a 
communication addressed to Mr. Hull that it “has my 
hearty approval and I recommend the same to the favor- 
able consideration of your committee.” The endorse- 
ment of the Adjutant General on the bill of Mr. Moody 
is as follows: “Respectfully returned to the Secretary 
of War with the remark that this bill looks to but bare 
justice to the officers of the Army having the longest 
service. It is suggested that the Major Generals are 
entitled to the consideration that Congress has so justly 
given officers of the Navy of like rank; to this end the 
inclosed is substituted and your favorable consideration 
is respectfully requested. 

“It is remarked that there will be a total number of 
330 officers affected by this act. After the word pro- 
vided, it is recommended to read, ‘this shall not apply 
to officers promoted for retirement only.” A ease in point: 
Brig. Gen. Thomas M. Anderson, who served with credit 
as a Major General of Volunteers, and had active serv- 
ice in battle in the Philippines, would be barred as the 
bill now stands, he having had little less than a year’s 
service as a Brigadier General in the Regular Army. 





It is not understood that it is intended to rule against 
him and his long and faithful service. The bill as it now 
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stanly ants would have to be so construed, hence the substi- 
ute. 

The substitute bill pre the Adjutant General 
of the Army reads as'follows: “Be it enacted, ete, ta 
upon own application, any officer upon the ve 
of the Army, who served with credit during ivi 
may, in the discretion of 
the President, be retired with the rank and pay of the 
next higher grade. To carry into effect the provisions 
of this act the grade of Lieutenant General, retired, is 
hereby created. 

“Sec. 2. That upon his own application, any officer 
upon the retired list of the A , who served with 
credit during the Civil and 8 sh-American Wars, 
may, in the discretion of the President, be advanced in 
rank and py to the ext higher grade on the retired 
list; provided, that this shall not apply to officers who 
have been promoted only with a view to their retire- 
ment in a higher grade.” 

It is believed in the War Department that this sub- 
stitute bill will be favorably received by the members 
of the House Committee on Military affairs. The mat- 
ter will be immediately taken up by the committee and 
will be reported in the near future. Officers of the 
Army who are now serving in the Department are 
greatly interested in the measure, and all of the infiu- 
ence which is obtainable will be brought to bear for the 
purpose of insuring the passage of the bill. The Sec- 
—< War is heartily in favor of the bill, and it may 
also be stated that Mr. Hull will do-all in his power to 
bring the matter to a satisfactory conclusion.

PROSPECTS OF A PACIFIC CABLE. 

Practically the entire attention of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs has been devoted during the past 
week to the consideration of the bill introduced by Mr. 
Hale to provide for the construction, maintenance and 
operation, under the management of the Navy Depart- 
ment, of a Pacific cable. On Jan. 16 and 17 the commit- 
tee heard the Secretary of the Navy, Rear Adml. Brad- 
ford and Mr. Baliss, of the Pacific Cable Company. Both 
the Secretary and Kear Adml. Bradford were heartily in 
favor of the proposition and made strong arguments 
showing why such a cable should be immediately laid. 
The benefit to the United States in case we continue to 
hold the Philippine Islands cannot be overestimated. 
This fact, from a strictly military standpoint, the Sec- 
retary clearly pointed out to the members of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Baliss informed the committee that it would 
require a very heavy expenditure of money to lay a Pa- 
cific cable, but urged that favorable action be taken 
upon the bill. 

The bill, which is S. 2 and whose introduction was an- 
nounced in the Army and Navy Journal Dec. 23, pro- 
vides that there shall be constructed, under the supervis- 
ion of the Secretary of the Navy, a submarine tele- 
graphic cable or cables, and connecting land lines, from 
the city of San Francisco, to the city of Honolulu, and 
thence by way of the Midway Islands and the Island of 
Guam, or by whatever other route may be deemed by 
the Secretary of the Navy to be the most practicable, 
to the cities of Lioilo and Manila in the Philippine 
Islands. The President is authorized by the bill to se- 
cure such concessions, with all appropriate rights, and 
privilege exemptions necessary to the construction of the 
cable. It is further provided by the bill that the Secre- 
tary of the Navy may use, if he thinks necessary, any 
vessels of the Navy for the work of laying the cable. 
The bill provides that upon the completion of the cable 
it be turned over to the Postmaster General, who will 
have authority over all messages which are transmitted. 
Although the bill as it now stands appropriates only 
$11,000,000 for the purpose, it is estimated that the lay- 
ing of the eable would cost much more. This fact devel- 
oped from the hearing of Mr. Baliss.

The Daughters of the American Revolution have me- 
morialized Congress in favor of “a bill setting apart 
certain public grounds in the city of Washington for the

LATEST FROM MANILA. 

At the pace which the American troops have been set- 
iing the last few days, the southern part of Luzon will 
soon be in the condition of the northern section and the 
rebel forces will be broken up into scattered bands 
whose chief concern will be the galvation of their own 
ersons. The despatches of Genefal Otis show that the 
province of Cavite has been entirely overrun by _ his 
forces, and that the province to the south of it was in a 
fair Way to be in the same condition in a short time. Naig, 
mentioned in the despatches, is on the west shore of 
Cavite, twenty-six miles southwest of Manila. ‘The pres- 
enee of our men there indicates that there has been a 
-cneral sweeping going on from Laguna de Bay, the in- 
terior lake, east to the west coast. The only place of re- 
treat left for the rebels after such a movement was the 
province to the south, Batangas, and as they had been 
defeated at Lipa and Rosario, about fifty and sixty 
miles, respectively, south of Manila in that province, it 
would appear they are gradually being squeezed into au 
ever narrowing space. In the despatch of Jan. 17, Gen. 
Otis announces that Wheaton’s men were moving on 
‘Taal and Lemery. These two places are neighboring 
towns on the bay of Balayan, and in the operations there 
the Navy may be of assistance. Two provinces are left 
to the east in which operations will be undertaken at 
once. These are Laguna and 'Tayabas. From the latter 
of these a narrow isthmus connects with the extreme 
southern extension of Luzon, but once the rebels are 
driven to this extension, it may not be difficuit to estab- 
lish such a cordon as will prevent them from coming 
back north in large numbers. It is a pleasure to note 
that these great gains have been made by our men with- 
out any serious losses. 

The 48th Infantry sailed on board the transport Han- 
-ock Jan. 17, gunboats escorting. The purpose was be- 
lieved to be an attack on the insurgents in the islands of 
Samar and Leyte, where there are several important 
hemp ports. The Tagalog General Mauricio recently 
landed at Negros from the island of Panay and requested 
a conference with Col. Byrne. He proposed that the in- 
surgents be let alone and permitted to wear side arms 
and uniforms in the towns until the war in Luzon was 
ended, when they would surrender. Col, Byrne refused 
to agree to this, and said they would be considered as 
bandits and shot if-they were found armed, Col. Byrne 
surprised the insurgent camp the same night and scat- 
tered the Filipinos, killing thirty of them, including a 
(reneral.. 

A battalion of the 19th Infantry has routed the Sudlon 
rebels in the Cebu mountains. Considerable ammunition 
and a smooth-bore cannon were captured. Four Ameri- 
cans were wounded, Capt, Penson with troops EB and K 
of the 4th Cavalry occupied Huminugan, in the province 
of Nueva Keija, north of Manila, on Jan. 10. Senor 
lores, the rebel “secretary of war,” was establishing a 
rendezvous for the insurgents at this place. Flores and 
a garrison of 100 insurgents esca . The barracks, 
which had a capacity for 500 soldiers and contained a 
ton of rice, were burned. Maj. Thomas L. Hartigan, of 
the 30th Volunteer Infantry, has occupied Magallanes in 
the province of Albay, the extreme southeastern province 
f Luzon, and captured the rebel Colonel in command of 
the insurgent forces there. A press despatch says that 
General Kobbe has been appointed Governor of Albay 
lrovinee, and has temporarily been placed in charge of 
the Islands of Samar and Leyte. i

The Naval Academy, which has never wanted en- 
thusiastic and powerful friends when it needed them, 
has just enrolled another ardent champion. The new 
Governor of Maryland, John Walter Smith, who was 
inaugurated Jan. 10, planted himself squarely on the 
friendly side of the Academy at the very first oppor- 
tunity he had. On Jan. 12 the convention of the Com- 
mission Merchants’ League ef the United States called 
upon the Governor at the exeeutive chamber. Governor

We 
want and need better buildings, and we will be glad 
if you will impress upon_your representatives in Con- 
gress the importance of providing such structures as are 
adequate and commensurate with the requirements, dig- 
nity aud importance of the Republic.”

An army whose com- 
mander-in-chief can only belittle so great a fighter as 
General Grant is very likely to be wedded to old idols 
and to go,down before soldiers who though less spec- 
tacular may be more in harmony with the military 
spirit of the age. The ‘revolution in the art of war,’ 
which the ‘Gazette’ sees impending as the result of the 
Boer campaign will probably be confined to the British 
Isles. It may indeed be a cause of profound wonder to 
the student of racial characteristics that a nation that is 
so advanced and radical in all matters pertaining te sea 
fighting as England should be so blind on land and 


‘plunge forward in antiquated frontal attacks with a 


smile upon its lips. 

It is believed to be the intention of the Navy Depart- 
ment to make permanent the new regulations issued by 
the Department about the middle of December, regard- 
ing engineer duty on board ship. The necessity for such 
regulations became very apparent soon after the pas- 
sage of the personnel bill. It was evident, three months 
after its passage, that the bill had fewer advocates than 
at any time for a year previous. Even these who had 
been most ardently in favor of it had their confidence 
somewhat shaken by the inevitable confusion which ex- 
isted for a time. The law was there plain as a pike 
staff, but to carry it into effect details had to be studied 
and considered, and it was necessary to proceed slowly in 
order that it might not be necessary to take any steps 
backward, After tentative orders, addressed to the 
Commanders-in-Chief, had been in force for some time, 
Navy Department General Order No. 524 was prepared 
and issued, providing for the instruction of engineer offi- 
cers in line duties. It was along the same line as the 
former tentative orders, which had given such good re- 
sults. Officers of the line who had formerly been in the 
engineer corps, however, objected because, while this 
order provided for their instruction in line duties, it did 
not provide instruction for the engineer officers’ duties 
on the old line. The fleet afloat at the time the genera! 
order was issued was larger than it had been at any 
time since the war with Spain, The number of seagoing 
vessels and the number of officers required to man them 
were so great that it was impossible to spare for engineer- 
ing duties officers trained in line duties, and it was, 
therefore, some weeks before the Department was able 
to complement the general order by issuing instructions 
in regard to engineering duties for line officers, In the 
meantime, however, the question received the careful 
consideration of the Board of Revision of the Regula- 
tions. This board, after consultation with the Wngineer- 
in-Chief, and after adopting practically without change 
the code of engineer instructions approved by him and 
drawn up by a board of engineer officers, formulated new 
regulations in regard to engineer duty on board ship. 
These new regulations were embodied in the orders is- 
sued by the Department about the middle of December. 
They have now been given full, definite and satisfactory 
trial, as a result of which it is almost certain that they 
will be given permanent force by issuing a general order 
embodying the instructions, and later, by publishing the 
regulations from which they were drawn. The result of 
these carefully prepared instructions has given marked 
satisfaction in the working out of the personnel! bill, and 
officers now begin to see wherein its many benefits lie 
both to themselves and to the service. 


—_— 


The Navy Department is vigorously pressing the con- 
struction of a coaling station in the harbor of Pago- 
Pago. The work on the steel dock is being conducted 
under the inspection of Civil Engineer Chambers, but 
clearing up the site, erecting sheds for coal, con- 
structing a tramway and placing hauling engines and 
other devices for rapid hauling of coal is being done di- 
rectly by the Navy Department. The work of equipping 
the new coaling station is receiving the close attention of 
Admiral Bradford, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment. 
Orders were issued by the Admiral to Capt. Tilley, of the 
Abarenda, to go to New Zealand for suitable timber for 
the piling and a good supply of potable water was se- 
cured by leasing the bed of a stream far in the moun- 
tains, The President has been giving some considera- 
tion to the question of the government ef the island of 
Tutulla, which, under the Samoan agreement, becomes 
the property of the United States. Capt. Tilley, of the 
Abarenda, is now at Auckland and when he reaches 
Pago-Pago he will probably be made the Governor of 
the island by orders similar to those issued to Capt. 
Leary, whose governing of Guam has proved so satis 
factory to the Department. Civil Engineer Chambers 
is. now the senior officer at Pago-Pago and he will act 
ag Governor until the arrival of Capt. Tilley. 
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THB SOLDIBDR’S WIDOW. 


While all over this country the “Lawton fund” is 
growing, and a grateful people, out of their abundance, 
are glad to add their mite to help save the widow and 
children of such a man from poverty, the American peo- 
ple should not forget that there are other widows and 
children, the loved ones of men who like Lawton have 
given up their lives in the last two years of Cuban and 
Spanish wars, 

They, too, have given long years of devotion to duty, 
on the plains and distant Indian frontier, deprived of 
many of the pleasures of life, and their sad deaths in 
far-off Manila, or nearby Cuba, on battlefield or hos- 
pital ship, brought just the same sorrow to the hearts of 
other devoted wives, who could only gather their children 
in their arms and pray God for courage to be brave, as 
the loved one had been, then sadly take up the burden 
of life and struggle to make some sort of a living for 
their little families. 

It would seem that a grateful country should devise 
some plan for educating and keeping from want while 
so doing the children of these dead heroes whose only 
heritage is their fathers’ unblemished name. 

If it is difficult for a General to save any money 
from his salary, how much more difficult for the ju- 
nior officers, It costs just as much, relatively, to clothe, 
warm and feed one man as another, and barring the 
consideration due to additional rank, just as much is 
expected from a Junior Lieutenant as from a General. 
Appearances must be kept up and each must be ready at 
all times to do his share in the thousand and one extras 
and expenses that crop up at all times and places. 

The country individually, cannot be expected to con- 
tribute to a fund for all widows and orphans, but the 
people of the country should in their separate capacity 
provide for them in some way. 

“Munsey” for June, 1899, in an illustrated article en- 
titled “The Cost of a Year of War,” gives a slight idea 
of how death came to some of our brave officers. Gal- 
lant Col. Wykoff, killed at the head of his regiment at 
San Juan hill; Col. Haskell, dying from his wounds 
after reaching home; Capron, Sr., who, after seeing his 
noble son die in Cuba, only lived to reach his home before 
he, too, joined the immortals; Conrad, who, after gal- 
lantly leading his regiment all through the Cuban War, 
succumbed to fever and died on the hospital ship while 
en route home, his body even denied a resting place on 
his native soil; Egbert, recovering from his wounds in 
Cuba only to die in the far-off Philippines on the battle- 
field; Stotsenburg and Krayenbuhl, younger officers, but 
no Jess brave, also giving up their lives on the firing 
line. All these and still others have left families, to 
whom their death means not only the loss of the loved 
father and husband, but the loss of home and income as 
well, 

It means to the delicately bred wives of these men 
that after all sorts of deprivations and hardships on the 
frontier, they must now in middle age find some 
way to eke out the little pension which a niggard Gov- 
ernment doles out to the widow as a recognition of her 
husband’s lifetime of devotion to duty and death on the 
battlefield. 

General Lawton’s death has enabled the people of this 
country to realize what has come into the life of one 
woman. Let them think, also, of those others, the 
wives of men of as long service, who have sadly and 
bravely taken up the burden of life and who can look 
only to Congress as spokesman of the people to alleviate 
their struggles and stand between them and poverty.

A NEW. AUTOMATIC. GUN. 


The officers of the Ordnance Department, on duty in 
the War Department, are greatly interested in the tests 
which have been made and will be continued of the 
Carr automatic machine gun. It was entered in the re- 
cent contest at Springfield, Mass., but was withdrawn 
for some improvements. The Carr gun is, in many of 
its features, totally unlike any machine gun which has 
ever been tested by this Government. It is the idea of 
the Ordnance officials to obtain, if possible, a machine 
gun for the Army which can be easily carried by one 
man, or, which can be go divided into its parts that it 
can be carried by two or three men. In this respect the 
Carr gun has come up to every requirement, The gun 
weighs 12 pounds; the tripod but little more and the 
cartridge case, when completely filled, weighs only 30 
pounds. It was found that the gun and tripod were a 
few pounds too light for strength. It was withdrawn 
for a correction of the difficulty. It is believed that with 
a few pounds additional weight the gun will answer 
every requirement. 

One of the improvements in the Carr gun which is of 
the greatest value to the Army is the cartridge feed. 
Most automatic machine guns have the old belt feed, 
similar in every way to the cartridge belt of the in- 
fantry. The Carr gun has what is known as the 
“drum” feed. This apparatus resembles very much the 
spokes of a carriage wheel. The part which corresponds 
to the spokes carries the cartridges. In all, it is capable 
of carrying 450 cartridges. This feature of the gun is 
a wonderful improvement over all guns of this descrip- 
tion which have yet been tried by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, 


The Quartermaster’s Department of the War Depart- 
ment is having several hundred of khaki shirts made for 
use in the Philippine Islands and in Cuba and Puerto 
Rico. It is intended that this shirt should take the place 
of the chambray garment, which has not given satisfac- 
tion in any respect. Reports recently made to the Quar- 
termaster General have stated that troops serving in 
tropical climates have worn the heavy blue flannel shirt 
in preference to the chambray. The blue flannel shirt is 
an excellent target and hence is not recommended for 
use in the field.

A board of medical officers, consisting of Lieut. Jere 
B. Clayton, president; Lieut. Richard P. Strong and A. 
A. Surg. Jos. J. Curry, has been appointed to meet in 
the Philippine Islands for the purpose of studying and 
examining all diseases incidental to the tropics and to 
the Philippine people. ‘This board will work under the 
supervision of the Chief Surgeon of the Department and 
under special instructions from the Surgeon General of 
the Army. On account of the great amount of sickness 
which our troops have experienced since the occupation 
of Manila, the work of the Board is considered to be of 
the greatest importance. Its reports will be read with 
the greatest interest by the officials of the Medical De- 
partment.

In an address at Washington Jan. 13, General James 
H. Wilson, commanding the Department of Matanzas 
and Santa Clara, said that if our intervention had been 
delayed in Cuba 10 months longer the whole population 
of the agricultural district would have been dead. He 
spoke highly of the benevolence of the Cuban people 
and of their thirst for knowledge. ‘Tetanus, he finds, 
is universal in Cuba. A foot wound is almost sure to 
result in lockjaw. The school children of Matanzas 
could not be equaled by the children of any American 
town. The insular treasury has abundance of money 
to support the schools. In the cities of Matanzas and 
Santa Clara, ranging in population from 12,000 to 40,000 
people, General Wilson declares, there is less lawless- 
ness, less violence than there is in any city of the same 
size in the United States. If the press reports, from 
which this summary is made, are accurate, General 
Wilson can have only the most hopeful prophecies of 
Cuba's future.

Brig. Gen. George W. Davis, Governor General of 
Puerto Rico, discussing our policy toward that island in 
“The Independent” of Jan. 17, says: “The establish- 
ment of a civil government for Puerto Rico, with ali the 
legal and corporate powers that naturally belong to it, 
is a necessity. A great deal has been done under mili- 
tary rule. It is a mistake to suppose, however, that 
American Army officers, trained in the history and 
spirit of our civil institutions, would wish to continue 
for any length of time any purely military rule. All 
steps thus far taken in Puerto Rico have been in the 
direction of ultimate self-government. The people were 
reduced to destitution by the ravages of a hurricane and 
the prostration of their industries. In that unforeseen 
calamity the entire Army in Puerto Rico, says the Sec- 
retary of War, became a relief corps, and the work 
was prosecuted with a zeal, effectiveness and humane 
spirit curiously at variance with the traditional ideas 
of the object of military organization. The problem now 
before us is not only to give the people of Puerto Rico 
an opportunity to show their capacity for self-govern- 
ment but to train that capacity to its full development.”

The Secretary of War has informed the Comptroller

The foreign professional papers are naturally much in- 
terested in what our Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy, 
Admiral Melville, has to say on the subject of water 
tube boilers. In a long article reviewing his opinion, 
the “Engineer” says: We read with interest what so 
eminent an authority as the Hngineer-in-Chief of the 
United States Navy has to say about any department of 
marine engineering. At the present moment his utter- 
ances concerning water tube boilers are especially wor- 
thy of attention. His condemnation of them is suffi- 
ciently sweeping to please the most energetic opponents 
in this country. He says: “I want to state that water 
tube boilers are bad in principle, They carry the pres- 
sure inside their weakest parte—the tubes.” He at- 
tributes great importance to the power of getting steam 
rapidly conferred by the water tube boiler, but ne ene 
disputes this now, and it would be waste of time and 
space to reargue a matter quite settled. He has noth- 
ing to say in praise of the water tube boiler for merchant 
vessels and yachts, It is because he does not like the 
water tube boiler, and because his eyes are wide open to 
its defects, that his pronouncement in its favor possesses 
value. It is bad in principle, but it is the best thing at 
present available for a warship, This view saves much 
trouble. It narrows the field of discussion. It is no 
longer necessary to try to persuade the Wngineer-in- 
Ghief of the United States Navy that the water tube 
boiler is a bad boiler. He tells us plainly enough that 
he knows it is, but he does not know of anything better 
for the Navy.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The work of equipping the dock yard at Bremerton, on 
Puget Sound, is one of the most necessary projects be- 
fore the Department. Whenever a ship is to be repaired 
at Bremerton, tools and material must be carried from 
Mare Isiand Navy Yard to Puget Sound, as the plant at 
the latter place 1s entirely witnout toois or mechanical 
equipment, and there is poor shelter even for the work- 
men. It is estimated that it will take $325,00U0 for this 
work, and the Secretary of the Navy wili at an early 
date submit to Congress a statement asking for an ap- 
propriation of this sum. 

Among the important repairs needed to the U. BS. S. 
Texas are an overhauling of the watertight doors. Some 
of these are 80 much out of order that it takes fully ten 
minutes to close them, while some of them canuot be 
closed at all, bilge pumps need repairs, as do the fire 
main joints, ‘the gun deck leaks very badly, letting 
water in the sick bay and compartment A 116, At sea 
water comes in through ports, etc., and keeps these com- 
partments on the berth deck constantly wet. A portion 
of the main deck also needs calking. 

The Secretary of the Navy has made the assignment 
of oflicers to the new cruiser Albany, just completed at 
Elswick, England, Capt. J. R. Oraig, her new com- 
mander, is ordered detached from his duties as Chief of 
Naval Hydrographic Otlice on Jan. 24. Comdr, C. UC.

Recent official reports from Honolulu show that the 
improvements now going on and partly completed will, 
in the near future, give that harbor greater facilities 
for handling ships and their cargoes than hud been be- 
lieved possible a few years ago. The Honolulu Iron 
Works are preparing for a large increase in general re- 
pair work as well as in new machinery, this latter being 
sugar mill machinery of which the Hawaiian Islands are 
great purchasers. It is proposed by this company to es- 
tablish a graving dock sufficiently large to dock vessels 
up to three thousand tons, with a draft of water up to 
twenty-two feet. 

The remarkable additions to the British fleet during 
the coming year serve to accentuate the feeling of secur- 
ity the possession of a large and powerful Navy insures 
in a nation. The work in progress at the present time 
may be thus summarized.

One of the most prominent Admirals now in the serv- 
ice is quoted by a Paris daily as saying that every bat- 
tleship in the French fleet is built so defectively that any 
one of them would instantly sink if shelled near the 
water line. There would be no need to use a big shell. 
An ordinary sized projectile would be sufficient, The 
Admiral warmly supports the pro of the Minister 
of Marine to lay down battleships of from 14,000 to 
15,000 tons, and says that if this had been done in 1889, 
as unanimously recommended by the Naval Board, 
France would now be in possession of a superb fleet, 
— of holding its own with the Majestic and Mag- 
nificent, of the British Navy. M. Lockroy, ex-Minis- 
ter of Marine, has published another book on the French 
Navy, entitled “Naval Defence.” It constitutes a vigor- 
ous criticism of the fleet and of the coast defences, and 
declares that if war had broken out in 1898 France 
would have been at the mercy of the British. Much has 
been done since.

LOSS OF THE CHARLESTON. 


The Navy Department has received from Admiral 
Watson the repert of Capt. George W. Pigman, of the 
wrecked cruiser Charleston, describing the loss of that 
ship, which has already been fully described here. We 
therefore confine ourselves to the interesting extracts 
from the report, which follow: 7 

“Ag soon as the ship struck I sounded the siren to 
close watertight doors, and back engines, and tried 
every means with engines and helm to move her head, 
having ordered all steam possible, but could not do it. 
She was simply swept broadside onto a reef and held 
there by a terrific current of 3 or 4 knots (estimated). I 
immediately ordered the release of a prisoner and that 
all hands be awakened, and gave orders to get out all 
boats and provision them well for abandoning ship, and 
gave orders to the carpenter to sound the double bot- 
toms, he reporting two or three times that they were 
clear of water. The boats were gotten out with great 
difficulty, owing to the pounding and rolling of the ship, 
one of the sailing launches’ davits being badly twisted, 
and the steam launch had to be hoisted by hand, as 
steam had given out, and it was with very great dif- 
ficulty she was swung out board, and in lowering her a 
small hole was stove in the port side just above water, 
which was temporarily patched, but leaked considerably, 
requiring constant bailing on the way ashore. No cas- 
ualties of any importance occurred. All boats had to 
be manned from the port side of the ship and all hands 
were gotten into them, though with much difficulty, ow- 
ing to the swift current and heavy rolling of the ship. 

“The ship apparently struck on the spur ledge, about 
under the forward fireroom, and in probably 15 minutes 
from the time of striking it was necessary to abandon 
that fireroom, as the water was rising quite rapidly and 
had extinguished the fires, although the carpenter had 
reported no water in the double bottoms just_before. 
In a very few minutes, perhaps five, the fires in the after 
fireroom were extinguished by rising water: and the 
boilers and engines were secured, all doors closed, and 
fire in engine room abandoned. I ordered magazines and 
shell rooms flooded: all breech plugs, except one 1- 

pounder in the fore top, for which I did not care to risk 
“ sending anyone aloft, as the mast might carry away; 
and small arms that could not be taken and signal books 
thrown overboard. 

“T regretted very much the necessity for everybody to 
lenve personal effects behind, but as the boats were 
deeply laden with the crew, arms and ammunition, and 
provisions, and had ahout 18 miles to go. most of it in 
the open sea, I considered it necessary. The officers and 
crew deserve the greatest commendation for faithful and 
zealous work at this time, and their readiness to cheer- 
fullv leave personal effects. 

“The first night on Kamiguin Island was one of many 
discomforts, as the men were only able to build light 
coverings, which kept off the dew, but not the rain. All 
had to sleep on the ground or on a few leaves or * 
branches they could gather and spread on the sand, but 
fortunately it was a fairly good night, with only a few 
light rainfalls. On Nov. 3, finding there was no drinking 
water on the island, and that it would be necessary to se- 
cure it from the mainland (island), I sent Lieut. Dough- 
erty over to investigate and report on the conditions at 
the village of San Pio V. He reported the inhabitants 
were apparently friendly, and as there was only about 
60 or 70 persons al) told, after talking with the officers, 





I decided to shift the camp to the main island, where 





we could all find shelter from the rain and plenty of 
fresh water, On Nov. 4, as soon as all hands arrived at 
the main island, a to each division, 
and the men to make themselves as comfortable 
as ble, but strictly ordered not to interfere with the 
natives in any way, and not to —— for public 
or private use the slightest thing longing to the na- 
tives; and every one was directed that such forage as 
oranges, bananas or eatables of any kind should be 
turned into the Paymaster’s custody immediately for the 
general fund. This last order was revoked the next 
day, as I had by that time made an arrangement with 
the native officials to deliver a live beef four times a 
week (the next day changed to one each day), and also 
had found that oranges, bananas and cocoanuts were 
in abundance, and that I could buy a limited —— 
rice. I authorized the Paymaster to purchase one f 
a day at 20 dollars Mexican each, and rice at about 9 
cents Mexican per pound, and to make no issue of canned 
meats except when necessary. Whilst the officers and 
men were deprived of all luxuries and of many necessar- 
ies, I am happy to report that they had no hardships 
or suffering except by sunburn; but all were as cheer- 
ful and as happy as could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances; and there were but few cases of sickness, 
though fever in a comparatively mild form was begin- 
ning to develop, and has developed to a considerable ex- 
tent since coming on board. 

“I cannot speak too highly of the kindly and friendly 
spirit shown by the natives, one and all, who, realizing 
that we were in sufficient force to protect ourselves, 
might have left us severely alone, and left us to do the 
best we could, but who instead came forward and of- 
fered us the use of the houses which belonged to the 
town, and even one private house for a hospital, and 
who did all in their power to relieve our wants; and I 
would earnestly recommend that this kindness be ac- 
knowledged by the Department in some substantia! man- 
ner. irected that the few toals that were in the boat 
boxes, and which had been pretty well used up in the 
time we were in camp, and which would have been con- 
demned to the dump, probably, be turned over to the 
leading man for general use, and I also gave him for dis- 
tribution the few provisions we had left. 

In closing, too much cannot be said of our cordial re- 
ception and kind and hospitable treatment by Comdr. 
E. Moore, and all of the officers and crew of the 
U. 8. 8. Helena, who, without exception, gave cheer- 
fully and freely of all they had.” 

In forwarding this, Rear Adml. Watson says: “It is 
only just to say the getting out of all boats, and sav- 
ing of every life, together with arms, ammunition, 
and rations, under the circumstances, without accident, 
reflects great credit upon the Captain, officers and men 
of the arleston.” 


OFFICIAL DESPATCHES.

Adjutant General, Washington: 

Continued operations of Bates’s command south of 
Manila. The 37th and 39th Regiments left Calamba, 
commanded by Bullard, on Jan. 1. Bullard, with two 
battalions of the 39th, attacked a force of insurgents in 
the vicinity, driving the enemy and capturing the town 
of Cabuyao. On the following day he captured Binang. 
The enemy’s loss was 30 killed, a large number wounded 
and 20 prisoners and rifles captured; our casualties three 
men slightly wounded. On Jan. 3 Boyd, with three 
compensts of the 37th, captured Gen. Risal, with of- 
ficial papers and property, three miles east of Los Banos. 
On Jan, 4, Long, with a detachment of the 39th, at- 
tacked the insurgents at Carmona. The enemy had 25 
killed; there were no casualties on our side. On Jan. 9, 
Bullard, with portions of the 37th and 39th Regiments, 
attacked the enemy south of Calamba, whom he drove 
beyond Santo Tomas, killing 24 and capturing artillery; 
our casualties one private killed. Capt. Baker and Lieut. 
Petite of the 39th slightly wounded. On Jan. 11 Cheat- 
ham, of the 36th, with 106 men, supported by artillery, 
attacked the insurgents two miles west of Santo Tomas, 
driving them from that section. We had no casualties. 

Schwan’s column, consisting of a squadron of the 
4th and one of the 11th Cav., the 30th and 46th Infs. 
and six Nordenfeldt guns, under —* Van Dusen, 
seized Binang, Silang, Indang and Naig, scattering the 
enemy, who were severely punished. Wheaton’s col- 
umn, three troops of the llth Cav., the 4th, 28th, 38th 
and 45th Regiments, Astor and Kenly’s Batteries, has 
driven the enemy from all important points north of 
the Silang line. He had heavy fighting and captured 
considerable public property, inflicting heavy loss upon 
and scattering the enemy. Schwan’s column is now 
moving in northern Batangas in a southerly direction. 
All Cavite province is occupied by Wheaton’s command. 
There has been yo loss to the enemy during the week 
in men, ordnance and other property. All our operations 
have been very successful. . 18.

FROM THE ISLANDS. 

The bodies of seventy-five American soldiers in me- 
tallie coffins were taken from Santiago to the United 
States Jan. 14 by the transport McClelland. These bod- 
ies were left over when those of the other soldiers were 
disinterred. The McClelland also carried a large quan- 
tity of unneeded commissary stores. The Commissary 
and Quartermaster’s Departments here have found fre- 
quent occasion for the public sale or return of goods to 
the United States. It was evidently expected by the au- 
thorities that more soldiers would die in the hospitals 
than did actually die, for the Quartermaster has over 
1,200 metallic coffins on hand. The next transport will 
take 1,000 of them north, and a number will be shipped 
to the Philippines. Among the lot is one coffin contain- 
ing the body of a soldier who was killed at El Caney. 
This coffin was not marked and it became lost among 
those which were not used. It will be necessary to open 
the coffins to learn which one contains the body. 

Federico Mora. Fiseal of the Supreme Court of Ha- 
vana and chief of all fiscals in Cuba. has been dismissed 
from office by General Wood, owing to his test 
against the jurisdiction of Collector of Customs Bliss in 
the trial of the men accused of defranding the eustoms. 
He has long been blocking the efforts of the authorities 
in various ways.

It is officially denied that the U. 8. S. Buffalo, which 
has been fitting out at the Navy Yard, New York, is to 
go to Manila and carry the families of a number of offi- 
cers on duty there. It is not desired at present that 
officers’ families go to the Philippines. 

The Merchants’ Association. of New York, is sending 
a circular “For the Relief of Puerto Rico” to merchants 
throughout the country asking them to co-operate in 
urging the legislation suggested by the President and 
Secretary of War in aid of the island. The circular 
states that the situation of the island is very serious. 
This tariff is more hurtful to the island than the old 
tariff was. The result is that the island is shut out from 
its natural markets and it has no money with which 
to buy. The shrinkage of exports has thrown thousands 
of men ont of employment. for there is no work for 
them to do on the farms, The American flag flies al! 
over the island and yet there is greater suffering than 
when the yellow and red insignia of the K om 
Spain floated over its fortresses. 
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SOME NEW BOOKS. 


Frank T, Bullen, who is well-known to those who 
keep track of the literature of the sea, has brought out 
another book, “The Log of a Sea Waif,” D. Appleton 
& Co., New York. In this, as the author tells us, in 
the preface, he aims to do for life in British ships what 
“Two Years Before the Mast” did for American sea- 
faring existence. Perhaps it may be hypercriticism to 
say so, but the pages seem a trifle heavy for boys with 


their big words and long descriptions, with too few 
paragraphic breaks. Mr. Bullen’s acquaintance with the 
sea is admirably shown in his accounts of the ships’ be- 
havior in storm and calm, and if parents who nave boys 
possessed With a craving for sea glory would give them 
such books as these, their sons might be intelligently dis- 
illusioned, as were the two "prentices on the good 
barque Harrowby. The illustrations are good, and well 
selected. 

Although Cromwell Childe’s pocket history of the 
Commanders of the American Army, issued by Bonnell, 
Silver & Co., New York, is small, almost of the thumb 
nail size, the author has managed to squeeze in some er- 
rors, 28 at Bean 85, where he speaks uf Rear Admiral, 
Junior Grade. The list of Admirals is divided into two 
grades for the purpose of pay, but the lower grade is not 
designated as junior grade, a title that 1s given only to 
Lieutenants, Junior Grade. When we are told that “me- 
teorological” has been the career of Brig. Gen. Wheeler 
we are led to conclude that he has been in the weather 
service Of the Government and we should even hesitate 
to accord the distinction of meteoric to a career that has 
run aro more than a generation and that is not yet 
ended. ‘Che volume contains tables of valuable statis- 
tics of the armies of other countries as well as our own, 
and miniature portraits of our leading Generals, past 
and present. 

Mrs. Catharine A. Janvier, who, with her husband, 
spends mach of her time in France, translates from the 
Provencal of Felix Gras, author of the “Reds of the 
Mui.” and “The Terror,” a new romance of the French 
Revolution and after, entitled, “The White Terror.” It 
is published by D. Appleton & Co. in an extremely neat 
volume. Mrs. Janvier is one of the few Americans who 
is thoroughly acquainted with the Provengal, and she 
renders into excellent English this latest production of 
the genius of Gras. 

“\ Vision of War,” by the late Col. Robert G. Inger- 
soll, the well known agnostic, is published in acceptable 
form by C. P. Farrell, New York. The letter press is 
accompanied by fine colored yy illustrations by 
H. A. Ogden, Two portraits of Col. Ingersoll are given, 

n uniform taken in 1862, the other in civilian dress 
in 1877. This is Ingersoll’s famous Decoration Day trib- 
ute (o the soldiers of the Civil War. . 

“| Almanach du Drapeau” for 1900, an annual publi- 

n in the interests of French patriotism and affairs 
military, gives in popular form a mass of information re- 
lating to the art of war, ranging from prayers for sol- 
diers of various religious beliefs to the rules of the code 
ducllo. Mueh statistical information in regard to the 
reach Army is presented, with general notes on the 
art of war. The book is largely illustrated with en- 
gravings and maps. It is published, in paper covers, by 
Hachette et Cie., of Paris, and may be had from Dyrsen 
& Pfeiffer, of New York. 

The Royal Navy List Diary and Naval Handbook for 
1900, published by Witherby & Uo., of London, gives, 
in addition to much astronomical and general informa- 
tion, a calendar of notable naval events, and an obituary 
rd for the past year in the. British Navy. The bulk 
of the volume is taken up with a daily diary, with a 
blank at the end of each month for a record of drills, 
target practice, etc.

THE ENGLISH FIELD GUNS. 

The London “Engineer” denies that the English field 
guns are inferior to those of the Continental powers, and 
institutes this comparison of the elements of power in 
English and foreign new type field guns: 
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*At 42 degrees 24 minutes elevation. 


Our contemporary further says: “The fact is that the 
reports of battle are at present too vague to enable us 
to assert that we were ‘out-ranged’ » Boer guns; 
at the same time this is very possible, use they may 
have brought guns of position into action. The Boers 
had the advantage of occupying the ground deliberatel 
before we came up; the regular purpose of guns of pos 
tion is to defend und thus prepared and entrenched, 
but we had to bring up our forces quickly, and with 
them came our field guns proper. We admit that this, 
while it vindicates the character of our field guns, as 
field guns, does not account for our having no guns of 
position following them. The naval guns were a sort 
of substitute for guns of position; that is to say Gey 
were heavier pieces, weighing 12 cwt., as compared wit 
7 cwt. for our field battery, and 6 cwt. for our horse 
artillery. 

“Their velocity and energy are much higher, but we 
do not yet know what they effected. We have before 
discussed the question of their mobility. On the whole, 
we think there is no ground furnished for objecting to 
the design of the field gun, as we have before said, fitted 
with the Clarke brake; we believe that it would hold 
its own against any field gun extant or likely at pres- 
ent to come in. The selection and supply of guns and 
ammunition is another matter. We are certainly in- 
clined to believe that howitzers and guns of position 
ought to have gone out to the war sooner. The 5-inch 
howitzer shown in the table is a valuable piece, and 
those with Lord Methuen have proved themselves such, 
being the pieces that discharged sheils filled with lyd- 
dite, two of which were reported to have struck between 
50 and 70 men each. It will be seen in the table that 
foreign guns have common shells containing high ex- 
plosives, as well as shrapnel in their equipment, and 
we think that we ought to have had the same, though 
it should be understood that the comparatively high 
velocity and consequent flat trajectory of the field gun 
proper would prevent the common shell from searchin 
behind corners and striking men in the way the — 
fire of the howitzer enables it to do.” 

As to lyddite, the “Engineer” says: “It is practically 
identical with melinite, both consisting of pi acid run 
in with a little other matter, which itself nearly the 
same in the two explosives. The Boers are reported to 
have used melinite about Ladysmi They were not 
successful at first in bursting it. Our arrangements for 
that purpose are very effective, but are confidential. 
Doubtless the Boers will before long succeed in_burst- 
ing their shells also, but in the meantime we hardly sup- 
pose that even the advocates of the Boer will contend 
that, having charged his shells with melinite, his human- 
ity cau im to employ inefficient means of ignition.” 

Lyddite is simp mers acid brought into a dense state 
of fusion. The shells are coated inside with a special 
varnish, and the melted picric acid is cast into them. As 
this requires a strong detonator, or a very powerful 
primer, the government is said to have adopted a primer 
of picric powder, which consists of a mixture of two 
parts of ammonium picrate to three parts of saltpeter, 
manufactured in much the same way as codinery Grane. 
lated gunpowder. This is then set off by the ordinary 
service fuse. Melinite was originally picric acid, em- 
bedded in a collodion solution, and later on also fused 
picric acid. A mixture of fused picric acid and cresylic 
acid is now employed. Although picric acid was used 
as an explosive in the pulverulent state, mixed with 
saltpeter and other ingredients, yet the property of det- 
onating with great violence when melted, was first in- 
dicat 4 Dr. Herman Sprengel, and afterwards pat- 
ented by Eugéne Turpin, of Paris. 
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COMPETITIVE BOILER TESTS. 


From London comes the statement that the Admiralty 
is disposed to have a sort of “battle of the boilers,” a 
competitive test of the Highflyer against the Minerva. 
The two ships are the same in displacement and dimen- 
sions, but differ in armament, engines and boilers. The 
Highflyer’s engines develop 10,000 horse power with 
natural draught; her boilers are of the Belleville type, 
18 in number, fitted with economizers. The Minerva’s 
engines develop 9,600 horse power, and her boilers, eight 
in number, are of the Scotch type. There would be six 
trials in the proposed test. In the last two the duration 
of the contest would be 12 hours at the highest speed 
possible. In one of these two the Minerva is to start 
with three boilers only lighted, and at a given signal to 
light © the rest. he Highflyer will start with six 
boilers lighted, and at the signal will light up the other 
twelve. is test is to ascertain the speed at one-third 
the full boiler power, though, as a matter of fact, the 
Minerva’s three boilers are slightly in excess of one- 
third power. In the other, each ship will start with 
one-third of the boilers alight, but in the Minerva the 
others will be banked, and in the Highfiyer fires only 
laid. After steaming from 18 to 36 hours at a low 
speed, at a given signal the two will spread fires or light

“LA SOUDANITE,” THE STRANGE DISBASE. 

The New York “Medical Journal” of Dec. 30 says 
that the possibility of the breaking out among the Amer- 
ican soldiers in the Philippines of the strange disease 
“La Soudanité” has been seriously considered by our 
Government, and that an expert has been appointed to 
make special study of the question in hope that he may 
discover a remedy that may be used should the trouble 
appear among our forces, In the same manner the 
English Government has assigned physicians to study 
the curious malady. This strange disease has been 
brought into prominence recently by the shooting of two 
French officers in the Soudan by brother officers, who 
appeared to be acting in a blind frenzy. 

Very little is known of this malady, though it is sup- 
posed by the scientists of Europe to be a form of in- 
sanity caused by the tropical heat and malaria. Accord- 
ing to the best description given of the disease at pres- 
ent, its first symptoms are a strong form of ennui and 
mild fever. A moral and mental] derangement follows, 
which assumes different — in different individuals. 
One may be so affected that he will shout and yell and 
fire off his pistol repeatedly at any object that seems to 
disturb him. In other cases the victim may insist on 
going about clad in dark, heavy clothing in spite of the 
heat. In every instance, however, the sufferers become 
erratic and irresponsible, and are of a fri 2 
fully savage temper. Even men who are the mil 
mannered persons under ordinary circumstances develop 
intense quarrelsomeness under the influence of 
strange disease. 

evucel French and English physicians have described

BRITISH NAVY ON BRITISH ARMY. 


The most effective lectures on unpreparedness that 
have been read to the British public during the recent 
dark days have been those coming from representatives 
of the Navy which stands for all that is effectively 
vigilant in the National policy. So what the London 
“Navy League Journal” for January says has special 
weight. “The three defeats or repulses at Stormberg, 
at Magersfontein and on the Tugela,” it said, “will 
teach a lesson which sorely needed to be learnt—the les- 
son that all preparations for war must be completed in 
the time of peace, and that to blunder into a struggle 
which has not been foreseen must necessarily bring dis- 
aster and terrible loss of life. We have been only too 
ready to accept the after-dinner optimism of great au- 
thorities as evidence of accomplished facts. The three 
Army Corps, for instance, which we — bee ready for 
the transports before the transports could be ready for 
them, have proved to be a more or less unsubstantial 
legend.

NOTES FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 


A London despatch says: “No little comment has been 
caused by the War Office’s tardy tion of the En- 
gineers and Artillery. Until Warren, of the

Statistics on Army transportation by sea are being 
confused by some of those who are figuring on the ship- 
ping required by powers that should wish to invade Eng- 
land. ‘they base their estimates on the transport ca- 
pacity revealed in the movement of British troops to 
South Africa. ‘The total number of transports and 
freight ships so far employed by the Admiralty has been 
about 160, displacing 750,000 tons, or three-fourths of 
the whole displacement of the French steam merchant 
service. At first sight this looks very discouraging to 
any outside power that may contemplate invasion of 
England, but on further consideration it appears less go. 
lor short distances troops can be crowded in ships with 
very little danger. Italy allows only two-thirds of a ton 
of shipping for each man for a short voyage, whereas 
on the trip to South Africa four tons per man has to 
be allowed. An instance, which shows how many men 
can be carried is that of the Turkish warship Selimieh. 
She was a vessel of 4,000 tons, but in January, 1878, 
she succeeded in embarking 5,000 Turkish troops, in ad- 
dition to her crew, for a voyage of about 100 miles. At 
this rate it would require only 100,000 tons of shipping 
to convey 120,000 men across the Channel. 

The Boer army with each victory appears to grow 
like Jack the Giant Killer’s beanstalk in the eyes of the 
London war correspondents. The London “Post’s’’ cor- 
respondent says: “The Boer strength, originally 83,000 
men, is now heavily augmented by Cape lonists, and 
the enemy’s fighting forces may be estimated fairly at 
100,000 men and 206 guns. The Boers are not compelled 
to guard their communications. Their grass is good, the 
crops are growing, vegetables, cattle and sheep are 
plenty, and game is abundant.” 

General Buller lost a r= deal personally in his de- 
feat at Tugela. Had all gone as well in South Africa 
as was confidently anticipated, Sir R. Buller might have 
had a peerage in the spring, and his already hopeful pros- 
pects of becoming the next Commander-in-Chief of the 
forces of the Crown would have grown into certainty. 
Whether his bad luck is to be changed by brilliant serv- 
ice in the remaining days of the war remains to be seen. 
The London service papers of Christmas week were ex- 
pecting him to strike some tremendous blow to rehabili- 
tate his reputation before Lord Roberts could take the 
supreme command out of his hands. That he has re- 
mained idle and seen his chances for glory slip through 
his fingers shows how difficult he has found the situa- 
tion with which he has had to deal.

PROVISIONING THE ENGLISH ARMY. 

The statistician with his merry little pencil seems to 
be an inevitable adjunct of every war, and that he is 
with us once again we are assured by the figures he has 
been piling up in connection with the South African 
war. He tells us that if the intention of the British 
War Department is carried out to “keep four months’ 
advance supplies ahead in South Africa,” 12,000, 
pounds of preserved meat will be necessary, likewise 
the same quantity of biscuits; coffee, 400,000 pounds; 
tea, 200,000 pounds; sugar, 2,200,000; compressed veg- 
etables, 800,000; salt, 400,000; condensed milk, 360, 
cans. An article that has proved particularly available 
is a mixture of meat and compressed vegetables cooked 
together. This is put up in cans and igs being delivered 
in South Africa at the rate of 500,000 a month. Jam is 
also popular with the British soldier, and not less than 
1,400,000 pounds will always be kept in stock. That 
the men may not go dry, our statistician figures out that 
the advance storage will include 80, gallons of rum, 
12,000 bottles of whiskey and 32,000 bottles of port wine. 
There is also included 40,000 pounds weight of lime 
juice, a vast quantity of tablets for making soda water, 
and 80 tons of alum for purifying spring or river water. 
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THE VALUE OF GOOD WAR MAPS. 


Without any wish to extract satisfaction out of a 
neighbor's misfortune, we cannot fail to note that the 
present mistakes of the British are resulting in foreign 
comparisons distinctly favorable to our prosecution of 
the Spanish war. Even British papers are making these 
acknowledgments, In the “Standard,” of Ceylon, India, 
an editorial discussion of General Gatacre’s defeat at 
Stormberg leads up to this conclusion: “Whatever may 
have been the shortcomings of the War Office at Wash- 
ington, during the recent Spanish-American War, its 


Intelligence Department was not found wanting by the 
Generals during the campaign in Cuba and Puerto Rico.”

Our people, not to speak of the 
English, have learned through the war more in the last 
few weeks of South Africa than they could otherwise 
have learned in generations, some insignificant “dorp,” 
“pan” or “poort” becoming better known to people on 
the other side of the globe than they were before to the 
inhabitants of the immediate locality. Battles have such 
a habit of locati themselves in out-of-the-way places 
that it becomes difficult to follow the progress of ili- 
tary movements even with the aid of the most complete 


maps.
